Study contradicts US 
findings on aspirin 


Soviet spy 
Fuchs dies 


LONDON, Jan 29, (AP): A six- 
year study of more than 5,000 
British doctors published today 
found no evidence that men who 


take aspirin daily can reduce 
their risk of heart attacks. 


their risk of heart attacks. 

The research appears to con- 
tradict a study of about 22,000 
US doctors reported this week 
that suggests aspirin taken every 
other day can cut the risk of heart 
attacks by 47 per cent. 

“In contrast, the unpromising 
results of the trial in the United 
Kingdom suggest that pro- 
phylalic (protective) aspirin had 
no effect,” said the researchers at 
Oxford University’s Radcliffe 
Infirmary 1 . 

The researchers pointed out, 
however, that the US study 
found about three times as many 
non-fatal heart attacks as the 
British study, “so the positive 
result from the United States 
carries more weight than the null 
result from the United King- 
dom." 

For that reason, the collective 
results might indicate the benefit 
to middle-aged men of taking 
aspirin daily might be to reduce 
the risk of non-fatal heart aLtacks 
by about one-third, the Oxford 
team said. 

Strokes 

“At present, neither the 
United States nor the United 
Kingdom trial results suggest 
any reduction whatever in 
overall vascular mortality 
(deaths from strokes and heart 
attacks taken together), and both 
suggest some increase in the 
number of strokes,” the resear- 
chers wrote in the British medical 
journal. 

The US study, one of the lar- 
gest ever carried out. involved 
22,071 male physicians. Of the 
11,034 who look aspirin every 
other day. 1 04 had heart attacks. 
The other 1 1.037 doctors took a 
placebo. 189 had heart attacks. 

The British study involved 
15,139 doctors over a six-year 
period from 1978. Among" the 
3.429 who look aspirin daily, 1 48 


died from heart attack or stroke. 
Among the 1,710 who did not 
take aspirin, 79 died of heart 
attack or stroke. 

' Diseases 

“Although the death rate 
among doctors in the British 
study who took aspirin was 10 
per cent lower than among those 
who did not, it mainly involved 
diseases other than heart attack 
orstrokeand was notsiaiislically 
significant,” the article said. 

Moreover, there was no sig- 
nificant difference in the 
incidence of nonfatal heart 
attacks and stroke between the 
groups. In fact, the research team 
said, disabling strokes were sligh - 
tly more common among those 
who took aspirin. 

“Our study, however, does not 
provide a final balance of the 
exact benefits and hazards of 
prophylactic aspirin among 
apparently healthy people, possi- 
bly because no material effect 
existed or possibly because the 
total numbers of such events 
were small and hence unduly 
subject to chance,” the resear- 
chers said. 

The landmark study, spon- 
sored by the US National Ins- 
titutes of Health, concluded that 
aspirin, because of its anti-blood 
dotting properties, may have a 
significant impact on reducing 
the risk ofheart diseasein healthy 
males.

ETA (Basque Homeland and 
Freedom) proposed a mutual 
truce of up to 60 days if the 
Socialist government resumed 
talks broken off after a car bomb 
attack killed II people in the 
family quarters of a civil guard 
barracks in Saragossa last 
month. 


EAST BERLIN, Jan 29. 
(Reuter): Soviet spy Klaus 
Fuchs, feted as a hero in the East 
and branded a traitor in the West 
for virtually handing Moscow 
the secret of the atomic bomb, 
has died in East Germany aged 
76. 

The East German news agency 
A DN , which said Fuchs died yes- 
terday but gave no details, des- 
cribed him as “the internation- 
ally renowned GDR (East Ger- 
many) physicist." 

It failed to mention his succes- 
sful career as a Soviet agent in 
Britain and the United Slates. 

Fuchs, whose unmasking in 
Britain in 1950 led to the execu- 
tion of American communist 
agents Ethel and Julius Rosen- 
berg and the arrest of others, is 
believed to have secured enough 
intelligence in his US work on toe 
first nuclear bomb to enable 
Moscow to become a nuclear 
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power. 

Western experts agree his spy- 
ing on US and British nuclear 
projects through World War 
Two and beyond helped advance 
the Kremlin’s infant atomic 
weapons programme by as much 
as five years. 

ADN said Fuchs had devoted 
his life to the working class and 
was “a true friend of the Soviet 
Union."

2 jailed for

LIMASSOL, Cyprus, Jan 29, 
(Reuter): Two men who plotted 
to kill servicemen and other 
Britons in Cyprus were jailed 
today for a nfle-and-grenade 
attack on a British Army cor- 
poral and a teenage girl. 

Rashed Abdullah Salem, 23, 
was jailed for nine years and 
Saleh Ali A1 Hamad, 25. for 
seven for conspiracy to kilL 
attempted murder and carrying 
firearms and explosives. 

The two, who carried Bahraini 
passports, had pleaded not 
guilty. An Intenor Ministry 
official in Bahrain earlier said the 
passports were forged. 

Chased 

Corporal John Bailey, 35, and 
1 5-year-old Linda Wilkinson 
were wounded last April when 
gunmen in a car chased their 
Land Rover for four miles (six 
km) between two British military 
bases on the island. 

Bailey, hit by bullet fragments 
as he used an empty horse trailer 
he was towing to shield him, was 
decorated for bravery. 

Wilkinson was hit twice as she 
crouched for cover and the court 
said she had been left with bullet 
scars. 

Limassol district court, which 
found the two guilty yesterday, 
described the attack as “cowar- 
dly and cold-blooded.” 

“The fact that the two victims 
are still alive is due only to their 
good fortune and to the cool 
reaction of (Bailey) it said in 
its verdict.

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Jordan-PLO talks 
resume in Amman 
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AMMAN. Jan 29, (Reuter): 
Officials Grom Jordan and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) met for a second 
round of talks on Thursday after 
King Hussein said he was ready 
to resume a joint approach to 
MiddleEast peace. 

PLO. executive committee 
member Mahmoud Abbas ted a 
flve-man delegation in the talks 
with Jordan's Prime Minister 
Zeid A! Rifa’i and the ministers 
for foreign affairs, occupied 
territories, interior and informa- 
tion, witnesses said. 

No details of the first session 
on Wednesday were released. “It 
is very sensitive. Both sides 
agreed to say nothing to repor- 
ters at this stage,” Interior Mini- 
ster Raja’i Dajani told Reuters. 

King Hussein and PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat decided at an Arab 
League summit in Amman in 
November to explore whether 
they could resume joint political 
action. An accord they reached . 
in February 1985 collapsed in 
acrimony a year later. 

“Now that; are possibilities of 
a renewed dialogue and I hope 
that the PLO’s leadership under- 
stands very clearly ... that if they 
wish to resume this dialogue we 


-would welcome it, but resume it. 
not start from the very begin- 
ning,” the King said in an 
interview on Wednesday. 

He told West German radio 
ARD and television ZOF that 
Jordan wanted the PLO to be 
invited to a proposed inter- 
national conference on Middle 
East peace. 

“If it attends, it will have to 
accept (UN Security Council 
resolutions) 242 and 338, ren- 
ounce violence and indicate its 
readiness to deal with the Pales- 
tinians problem in all its 
aspects," he said. 

The UN resolutions call for an 
international conference to dis- 
cuss a land -for- peace exchange. 
The PLO has said they fail to 
address the Palestinian demand 
for self-determination. 

Resolutions 

In the. interview King Hussein 
again accused the United States 
of failing to do all it could to 
promote peace in the Middle 
East. 

“Unfortunately one can see a 
reluctance of the United States 
(to work for peace) due to the 
influence of extremist elements in 
Israel over decision-makers in 
the United States," he said. 
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Taiwanese prepare 
for Chiang burial 


TAIPEI, Jan 29. (Reuter): More 
than one million people have 
filed past the coffin of Taiwan 
President Chiang Ching-Kuo 
and now the nation is preparing a 
huge slate funeral for die man 
who led it towards prosperity 
and democracy. 

Foreign dignitaries today 
visited a Taipei shrine where the 
body of the 77-year-old Nation- 
alist leader has laid in state, 
visited around.the clock by griev- 
ing citizens. 

His funeral tomorrow marks 
the end of a six-decade family 
dynasty, which lost power in 
China but built prosperity on its 
island of exile. 

Economy 

Chiang’s coffin will be put in a 
tomb in hills outside Taipei near 
where his father, China's war- 
time leader Chiang Kai-Shek, 
has his “temporary resting 
place." 


Neither Chiang will be buried 
in Taiwan, as official ideology 
maintains they may only be 
buried on the mainland of China 
after a Nationalist return to 
power. 

During Chiang Ching-Kuo’s 
presidency Taiwan became 
powerful economically, with 
foreign reserves ofmore than $75 
billion and per capita income of 
more than $5,000. Bui his admin- 
istration also saw most of the 
world’s nations recognise Beijing 
as the government of China.

Janaki wins duel with Jayalalitha 


NEW DELHI, Jan 29 (AP): Jan- 
aki Ramachandran, widow of 
Tamil leader M.G. Ramachan- 
dran. won a crucial vote of con- 
fidence in slate assembly Thurs- 
day, the United News of India 
reported. 

But violence erupted inside the 
assembly after some members of 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandbi’s 
Congress Party were not allowed 
to vote. UNI said. 

Legislators pushed each other, 
pulled microphones from' 
wooden desks and threw them. 
Police used batons to separate 
them. 

Accord 

Police said at least 12 leg- 
islators were injured in the scuf- 
fles, including an opposition 
leader whose arm was broken 
when she was hit by a flying 
paperweight. Several reporters 
covering the proceedings also 
were injured. 

The battle climaxed a bitter 
feud to succeed Chief Minister 
M.G. Ramachandran, who died 
on Dec 24 aged 70, between 
Ramachandran's widow, Jan- 
aki, 67, and his former co-star

and dose associate. Jayalalitha 
40. 

Both women, according to 
Indian press reports, were also 
rivals for the affections of Lhe 
charismatic Ramachandran, a 
Tamil cinema screen idol who 
dominated south Endian politics 
for three decades.

Ramachandran told reporters 
after the vote. 

Thirty- three legislators sup- 
porting Jayalalitha were dis- 
qualify! on Wednesday by the 
assembly speaker under a’ law 
barring party defections. 

The riotous session served to 
widen the bitter split in the ruling 


AIADMK which has 131 mem- 
bers in the 234-member house 
that governs India's southern- 
most state. 

The state has 50 million 
residents who jealously guard 
their ancient Dravidian culture 
and language and seek to 
preserve them from encroach- 
ments from the north. 

Janaki Ramachandran was 
named Chief M mister earlier this 
month after she persuaded the 
slate governor she controlled the 
largest number of state leg- 
islators. 

However, Jayalalitha claimed 
support for the AIADMK's 
grass roots supporters and was 
elected as party general 
secretary. 

With no clear victor. Janaki 
was told by the governor her fac- 
tion must submit to a confidence 
motion. 

Both women came to New 
Delhi to win tbesupport of Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi whose 
Congress (i) party has 64 seats in 
the Assembly. The Congress law- 
makers did not vole on Thurs- 
day. 


Three killed in 
Sri Lanka unrest 


COLOMBO. Jan 29. (Reuter): 
Three people were killed when 
Tamil guerrillas, fighting to set 
up an independent state, pushed 
ahead with their armed cam- 
paign in Sri Lanka’s . east, 
security sources said today. 

They said that the most power- 
ful rebel group, the Liberation 
Tigers ofTamil Eelam, killed two 
Muslim civilian homeguards in 
the district of Trincomalee on 
Thursday. 

Later that day the Tigers 
attacked a Sri Lankan security 
forces camp at Gamunupura in 
Trincomalee with rocket- 
propelled grenades and mortar 
bombs, but the assailants were 
repulsed, the sources said. No 
damage or casualties were repor- 
ted. 

Troops of an Indian peacek- 
eeping force shot dead a hardcore 
member of the Tigers* group in a 
confrontation on Thursday at 
Talankuda m the Eastern district 


of Ballicaloa. the sources said. 

They said the Indian troops 
had also captured six Tigers on 
Thursday in the northern Jaffna 
peninsula. 

The Indians, deployed in the 
north and east of the island to 
enforce a peace pact, seized con- 
trol of Jaffna from the Tigers in a 
military offensive last October, 
but there are still pockets of resis- 
tance there, the sources said. 

Trucks 

Meanwhile, Tamil rebels 
hijacked four food trucks from a 
jungle road in northern Sri 
Lanka Thursday, residents from 
the area said. 

The rebels forced the trucks 
laden with tinned fish, rice, sugar 
and other food into jungles infes- 
ted with elephants and leopards 
in Vavuniya district. 

The area is 217 kilometres 
north of Colombo. The trucks 
were transporting the goods to 
Jaffna from Colombo. 


Afghans reach a 
critical point: Najib 


MOSCOW, Jan 29.(Reuter): 
Afghan leader Najibullah has 
said the Afghan people are tired 
of war and have reached a critical 
turning • point on the road to 
national reconciliation, the 
Soviet news agency Tass repor- 
ted today. 

“A critical and turning point in 
the life of the people has come,” 
Tass said, quoting from a report 
he gave to a two-day plenary 
meeting of the ruling People's 
Democratic Party of Afghanis- 
tan (PDPA) central committee 
which ended on Thursday. 

Tass, quoting from a report by 
Afghanistan's Bakhtar news 
agency, said Najibullah had revi- 
ewed progress of a. national 
_ reconciliation drive launched by 
Kabul a year ago. 

“The main content of our 
activities is to solve the strategic 
tasks of ensuring peace and 
security, of creating a coalition 
government and a multi-party 
system and of consolidating the 


foundations of the state — 
independent, neutral and non- 
aligned," he said. 

“The people have got tired of 
war,” he added. “They want 
peace and security. The realisa- 
tion of this aspiration is the 
meaning of the national recon- 
ciliation policy and the meaning 
of our work and entire life.” 

Reconciliation 

Najibullah's Soviet-backed 
government launched the 
national reconciliation drive in 
an attempt to end a war between 
Soviet and Afghan government 
troops and Western-backed 
Muslim fighters. 

“Over the year that has passed 
since the proclamation of the 
national reconciliation policy of 
Afghanistan, a transition from 
slogans to a whole system of 
measures in the political, econ- 
omic, military, social, inter- 
national and other fields has 
occurred," Najibullah said. 


Jordanians hanged 

AMMAN, Jan 29, (Reuter): 
Two Jordanians were hanged at 
dawn on Thursday for murder- 
ing a moneychanger in Amman 
during the first such armed rob- 
bery in the country, security 
official said. 

A military court sentenced 
Said Nasser Mohammad AIL, 28. 
and Ahmed Salim Juraaa, 22, to 
death on Jan 10 for shooting 
Muliieddin Boshiti in July. 

A third man received a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment with 
hard labour and a fourth 20 
years' hard labour. 


Bhopal plant 
was not 
faulty, says 
Carbide 

BHOPAL. Jan 29. (Reuter): The 
Union Carbide Corporation 
(UCC) denied in court on Thurs- 
day that the design of its Bhopal 
insecticide plant was in any way 
.inadequate. 

“Hie Indian government is 
claiming S3.3 billion in compen- 
sation for more than 2,500 peo- 
ple who died and 200.000 injured 
when a cloud of poison gas 
leaked from the Bhopal plant in 
central India in December 1984. 

In continuing proceedings, 
UCC counsel B.R. Zai walla den- 
ied government charges the com- 
pany had failed Lo design 
safeguards against a runaway 
reaction at the plant operated by 
a subsidiary. 

UCC, which is appealing 
separately against an order from 
the Bhopal court for it to pay 
$270 million in interim compen- 
sation. has rejected any liability 
for the tragedy. 

The Indian government also 
has filed criminal homicide char- 
ges against former UCC chair- 
man Warren Anderson and 
other company officials. 

The US-based multinational 
has argued sabotage was to 
blame and in court on Thursday 
denied “the conceivability of 
sabotage was foreseeable to 
Union Carbide.” 

Zaiwalla said a government 
claim was false that UCC had a 
continuing responsibility for the 
technical processes. 

A technical services agreement 
had expired on Sept 30', 1982 and 
not been renewed because of dis- 
agreement with the government 
over its terms. 

Judge M.W. Deo ordered 
-amendments to be filed within 
two weeks and adjourned the 
case until Feb 19.

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Kuwait calls for urgent 
efforts to protect Palestinians 


UNITED NATIONS, Jan 29, 
(Kuna); Kuwait called yesterday 
for an urgent effort by the inter- 
national community to ensure 
the protection and safety of the 
civilian population in the 
occupied territories. 

This short-term measure 
should be followed by a compre- 
hensive dealing with the problem 
of the Palestinians “as a political 
problem, not a problem as 
refugees,” Kuwait's permanent 
representative Mohammad A. 
Abulhassan said. 

The Kuwaiti official spoke on 
the second day of the Security 
Council'sdebaie of the secretary- 
general’s report on the situation 
in the occupied territories. 

Abulhassan said the inter- 
national community must 
impress upon Israel that, as -an 
occupying power, it is responsi- 
ble for the protection and safety 
of the civilian population. 

He called upon the con trading 
states of the fourth Geneva con- 
vention ofl949 to convince Israel 
that the convention is applicable 
to the territories. 

“We support the idea of 
addressing an official call to the 
contracting parlies of the con- 
vention to use all ways and means 
at their disposal to impress upon 
Israel the need to apply that con- 
vention,” he said. 

Promote 

With regard to die long-term 
solution of the Palestinian ques- 
tion,. Abulhassan said Lhe Islamic 
slates continued to believe a 


peaceful settlement is attainable 
if thereis a will to do so. 

The best means to achieve this 
would be an international peace 
conference on the Middle East, 
attended by the five permanent 
council members and other con- 
cerned parlies, including the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion. 

“We call upon the Security 
Council to make an urgent effort 
to promote the drive for peaceful 
settlement and to help provide 
the favourable conditions for its 
success,” he said. 

Abulhassan described the 
Palestinian uprising as the begin- 
ning of a new stage in the strug- 
gle. 

“It is a firm rejection by Pales- 
tinians of all walks of life of that 
occupation under which they 
have languished for the last 20 
years ... It also reaffirms that the 
continued occupation of the 
Arab territories would lead to 
more bloodshed." he said. 

Consultations 

Soviet delegate Aleksandre 
Belanogov also supported the 
idea of an appeal to die parties to 
the Geneva Convention to per- 
suade Israel to accept its 
applicability to the occupied 
territories. 

He said the council must 
urgently prepare the inter- 
national peace conference and 
the council's members, especially 
the permanent members, should 
engage in consultations to that 


end. 

The consultations, which 
should be on the foreign minister 
level, could give an added thrust 
to finding ways to emerge from 
the deadlock in the negotiations, 
he said. 

"The Soviet Union calls on 
Israel to join in the broad inter- 
national consensus for the con- 
vening of Lhe international con- 
ference,” Belonogov said. 

Qatar's permanent represen- 
tative Hamad Abdelaziz A1 
Kawari said the council should 
act to protect the civilians in the 
occupied territories. 

Destiny 

He said an appeal or a resolu- 
tion to urge Israel to apply the 
Geneva Convention would not 
make Israel comply. 

"What is needed is a particular 
. mechanism that will ensure a 
follow-up by the council,” A1 
Kawari said. 

He called for a just and lasting 
settlement that respected the 
right of the Palestinian people to 
determine their destiny, their 
right to self-determination and to 
establish an independent state 
under the leadership of the PLO. 

“A new generation ofPalestm- 
ians has opened their eyes to 
Israeli occupation, a generation 
which is prepared to use all 
means available to it to fight for 
their rights,” he said. 

“The international commun- 
ity must face up to the challenge 
posed by thePaJestinian people,” 
AJ Kawari said.

“inform us so that we could act 
accordingly." 

Acting in the spirit of the mes- 
sage, Kuna conducted an 
interview with the president of 
the Kuwait Nursing Association 
Mariam A1 Ruqm of the associa- 
tion's circulating plans to render 
assistance to the Palestinian vic- 
tims of the Israeli occupation.

New Health Ministry 
HQ nearing completion 


YOUSEF Abdul Qader Ai 
Ateeqi, the Assistant Under- 
secretary for Public Services at 
Kuwait's Public Health Minis- 
try, in an interview with a 
Kuwaiti daily, said the new min- 
istry headquarters under con- 
struction in Sulaibikhat is 
located on a 28,000 square metre 
site in close proximity to other 
area health services. 

He said the new building, 
which is designed to accom- 
modate 1,400 employees, will 
contain all ministry departments 
which are currently located in 
rented buildings. The Public 
Works Ministry will complete 
Lhe building next April, he said, 
and public tenders are being 
prepared for furnishing the new 
headquarters. 

The total project, built at a cost 


centre, located near the Amiri 
Hospital, was built at a cost of 
KD1.750 million and contains 
all services and facilities of a 
modem health facility.

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Kuwaiti scientist lauded 
for discovery of healing jelly 
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WASHINGTON. Jan 29, 
(Kuna): A noted American bio- 
chemist yesterday lauded the 
pioneering work of a Kuwaiti 
scientist in discovering an amaz- 
ing substance — secretions from 
Arabian Gulf fish — that heals 
wounds three times faster than 
any previous treatments. 

University of California 
Professor Richard Criddle, in a 
exclusive interview with Kuna, 
also charged that a previous 
account in the New York Times 
gave b»ra most of the credit and 
downgraded the more crucial 
work of his colleague, Kuwait 
University biochemistry Prof. 
Jassim A1 Hassan. 

And he added this “disturb- 
ing’ 1 development seemed com- 
monplace in the American mass 
media where Arab nationals 
were concerned. 

"It’s mostly a Kuwaiti story,” 
said Criddle immediately when 
contacted by Kuna and asked the 


fish’s remarkable healing power . 

^ing to tell people 
that. Cnddle said with some 
annoyance, adding, “it ail started 
with Jassim A1 Hassan at Kuwait 
University.” 

But. Criddle went on, when he 
explained the primary Kuwaiti 
role, American reporters kept 
reporting only “ *Dr Criddle 
says. Dr Criddle says.* and it 
comes out with the slant that I*m 
t otally responsible for this. And 1 
don’t feel that way." 

And he urged that Kuna, for 
one, report A1 Hassan’s “rightful 
role" in the major medical 
advance. 

Interests 

In essence, A1 Hassan dis- 
covered that Arabian Gulf catf- 
ish, as well as other species in that 
waterway, secreted a jelly-like, 
protective coating on their 
bodies when they were injured or 
caughL by fishermen. 

Intrigued, he collected some of 


this substance and in a controlled 
experiment, spread it on himself. 

To the Kuwaiti scientist’s 
amazement, the jelly caused his 
blood to clot almost 
immediately, and the self-inflic- 
ted wounds healed in only three 
days instead of the normal 10. 

Criddle explained that he had 
gone to Kuwait as a visiting 
professor to Kuwait University 
to work with A1 Hassan. 

The two men had “interests 
very much in common in terms of 
the sea, and we went out to sea a 
lot, and I began helping on his 
project," Criddle said. 

The two explored marine 
biology in diving expeditions 
“from one end of die Gulf to the 
other” in six years, Criddle 
remarked. 

Misquoting Criddle, the 
Tunes staled A1 Hassan’s con- 
clusions were an interpretation 
of some older “folklore" on the 
Gulf.

Excavators dig into ancient empires 
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BAHRAIN, Jan 29, (Reuter): 
Archaeologists in Bah rain have 
started todig through 5,000 years 
of history hoping to shed light on 
a pre-biblical Middle Eastern 
epic and the Asian travels of 
Alexandu’-the Great: ' 
joCT3w-- archaeologists, ■ .and 
'architects; funded by the United 
Nations and the Bahrain govern- 
ment, will initially explore and 
restore the site of a Portuguese 
fort on Bahrain's north coast. 

But the 16th-century fort, per- 
ched on a hill rising above date 
groves to a commanding view of 
the Gulf, is just the beginning. 

The nine-metre hill itself is the 
accumulated debris of earlier 
worlds — Roman, Greek, 
Babylonian, Assyrian and 
Sumerian. 

Garden of Eden 

The site goes back 5,000 years 
to the time of the Dilmuns, 
traders From Sumeria in Iraq. 

Sumerian lore named Dilmun 
as a paradise and Bahrain, 
replete with freshwater springs, 
may have been the origin of the 
biblical Garden of Eden. 

To preserve the now crum- 
bling and endangered fort is the 
archeologists’ first priority, but 
later digging will penetrate the 
earliest periods of the island's 
rich history. 

“It is an extremely wide and 
very well-preserved site," said 
Monik Kevran, a French 
archeologist from the Centre 
National de la Recherche Sden- 
tifique. 

Kevran has studied the area 
for ten years and in November 
she began a detailed excavation 
of the fort after the UN Develop- 
ment Programme provided 
148,000 dollars to fund two years 
ofworkatthesite. 

The - Bahrain government 
intends to develop the island's 
embryo tourist industry and will 
renovate the site and support the 
dig after the first two years. 

Man's encroachments have 


lent urgency to the project. 

Land reclamation near the fort 
has blocked the natural drainage 
of ground water to the sea, rais- 
ing the water table by a metre, 
and farms are being extended 
onto therxrins. Erosionhasweak - 1 
fcned the towers.'.

Portugal’s appearance in the 
Gulf coincided with advances in 
European military technology 
and the new fort it built in 
Bahrain incorporated the _ most 
modem techniques of the time. 

“It is a remarkable example of 
the switch to an artillery-based 
defence,” said Kevran. 

Most of the western half of the 
fort, which includes stables and 
the main tower, has been 
uncovered since November. 

Bui the crumbling tower can- 
not be entered until the walls 
have been made safe. 

“The commander was 
headquartered in the tower. 
Inside we hope to find the objects 
of everyday life — weapons, 
coins and vessels," said Kevran. 

It will take up to six years to 
restore the whole fort and the 
archaeologists meanwhile hope 
to explore the lower levels. 

They hope that their excava- 
tions will shed light on the Greek 
civilisation that developed after 
Alexander the Great conquered 
the Middle EasL 

Alexander, who died aged 32 
in Babylon, near modem Bagh- 
dad, in 323 B.C., conquered the 
known world when he swept 
across Persia to the Indus river. 

Entrepot 

On his way back from the 
Indus, he sent two officers to 
explore the Gulf, said Pierre 
Lombard, also from the Centre 
Nationale de la Recherche Sden- 
tifique. 

They landed on Bahrain, 
which they called Tylos, and 
wrote a precise account of their 


journey. 

Lombard said that near the 
Portuguese fort is another buiU 
in Greek style and later expanded 
by Muslims. 

Bahrain's central location and 
abundant springs have always 
made it the natural entrepot for 
„sbipp plying the GtUf coastChe. 
“The ancient bUmunempire grew 
out of such trade. 

‘ “For the ancient 
Mesopotamians, Bahrain was a 
sacred and pure land where men 
never grew old,” said Pierre 
Lombard. 

“Because of its size, the site of 
the fort is very likely thecapital of 
Dilmun. It is something we hope 
to find out." 

The team will also seek clues to 
the 4,000-year-old Middle Eas- 


tern epic of Gilgamesh which 
predated the Bible with its legend 
of a flood that destroyed the 
ancient world. 

The hero Gilgamesh came to 
Bahrain to seek out Sus 
ZHizudra, the survivor of the 
greatflood, in a quest for immor- 
.iality:"‘.‘ . 

He told Gilgafnesh to find the 
pearl of immortality by tying a 
stone to his feet and jumpinginto 
the sea — a technique Gulf pearl 
divers used up to modem times. 

In the epic, Gilgamesh found 
the pearl but a snake stole it from 
him on his way home. 

Excavations near the Bahrain 
fort have uncovered bowls, dat- 
ing from periods 2,000 years later 
than Gilgamesh, decorated with 
a snake wrapped around a pearl.

Uprising must 
continue 

IT is absolutely essential that the Palestinian uprising 
continues — to halt it would mean to revert to 1 948 when 
Israel was established in Palestine. On that day, official 
Arab regimes told the Palestinians to live in tents for “just 
a few days" and then they would be returned to their 
homeland . They were told to wait “just a few days" while 
the United Nations and Arab Armies would destroy the 
Israeli Army and would regain Palestine. 

But the Palestinians waited in tents for 40 years until 
they began their national uprising 50 days ago. And this is 
a true uprising, representing a new generation of Pales- 
tinians, who really desire the restoration of Palestinian 
lands rather than sympathy and emotion. 

Since this is the first uprising to begin within the 
occupied territories, it has frightened the Israelis. It is an 
uprising with direct resistance to the occupation forces 
rather than an uprising in other Arab countries. 

In 1 948 a number of Arab regimes maintained that the 
role of the Arab world should be to support the resistance 
against Israeli occupation, with supplies and through the 
people in Palestine. These regimes believed that it was 
more effective to work from inside to support the revolu- 
tion in their resistance to occupation forces as was done 
between France and Algeria and as is now happening in 
Afghanistan. 

The support for the uprising inside Palestine by wide- 
spread Arab efforts, motivated by jihad and resistance to 
the occupation, guarantees that the uprising will con- 
tinue, even though the tangible weapons are only stones. 

As the uprising continues, these stones will become 
small guns, which in turn will become larger guns. The 
| Afghan revolution began in a similar, modest way, end- 
; ing with the Soviet recognition that their occupation of 
Afghanistan was a mistake. * 

Although there are differences between Afghanistan 
and Palestine, the significance between the two is that 
with continual resistance from within Palestine, their 
revolution would surpass that which we have seen in 
Afghanistan. 

The continuation of the uprising depends on Palestin- 
ians within their country receiving the necessary support, 
supervised by honest and dedicated people and is the 
responsibility of all Arabs.

Italy wrestles with 
its terrorist past 


Tel Aviv producing plutonium for nuclear weapons

ROME, (Reuter): Bitter memo- 
ries of the late 1 970s are haunting 
Italians as they argue passion- 
ately over whether to pardon- 
jailed urban guerrillas. 

It is now a decade since the so 
called “years of lead” when Italy, 
was shaken to the roots by a 
violent and well-planned offen- 
sive by the left-wing Red 
Brigades. 

Seventeen public figures were 
killed between I977and !9S0and 
the 10th anniversary of the most 
harrowing episode, the murder 
of former Prime Minister Aide 
Moro. will be marked on March 
16 . 

But those years, when killings, 
“kneecappings'* and other 
violence were an almost daily 
occurrence, caused deep scars 
and the issue still provokes 
emotional discussion among 
Italians. 

Sandaro Pertini, 91, President 
during some of the worst 
violence, reacted angrily to 
recent suggestions that jailed 
guerrillas should be released as a 
way of dosing one of the most 
anguished chapters ofltalian his- 
tory. 

Unrepentant 

“These people are not repen- 
tan L They are just louts who 
want to get out of jaiL" he told 
reporters. 

In a telegram to the Corriere 
Della Sera newspaper he 
declared: “1 am decidedly against 
any act of clemency towards 
terrorists. It would be a dan- 
gerous act of weakness by the 
Italian stale." 

Pertim's views were echoed by 
many politicians, newspapers, 
and relatives of guerrilla victims. 
An opinion poll for the magazine 
Epoca said nearly 70 per cent of 
Italians were against the idea. 

Nevertheless, there are signs 
that pressure may be growing for 
some form of clemency towards 
the 800 jailed guerrillas, 
stimulated by a desire to heal the 
wounds of the past. 

Thcdebate gathered pace after 
the return to Italy earlier this 
month of Franco Pipemo, 45. 
former leader of the“workers 
power"group, who fled to Can- 
ada to escape arrest in 198 1 . 

Pipemo came back to appeal 
against a 10-year sentence for 
subversion and belonging to an 
armed gang. 

He raised emotions further 
with series of unrepentant 
statements, but his return 


appeared influenced by a belief 
that a pardon could be possible. 

“The climate in Italy is chan- 
ging. Conditio ns are developing 
for a more calm debate despite 
the understandable anguish and 
uncertainty," he told a television 
interviewer. 

“There is a wound in Italian 
history that would be healed with 
an amnesty," he said. 

Proponent 

The leading political advocate 
of some form of clemency is 
Flaminio Piccoli, president of the 
Christian Democrat inter- 
national and once a tough 
opponent of negotiating with 
terrorists. 

“A gesture of comprehension 
by the state would have great 
value because it would underline 
the confident strength of demo- 
cracy,” be said at a recent public 
debate. 

“The return to society of 
defeated members of the armed 
party would immunise the minds 
and consciences of young people 
against political myths founded 
oq violence." 

Former judge Ferdinando 
Imposimato. a member of the 
opposition Communist Party, 
Parliament's second biggest 
group after the Christian 
Democrats, said an “act of 
reconciliation" would be an 
important signal for between 200 
ana 300 guerrillas from both 
right and left believed still at 
large. 

In another sigh that momen- 
tum may be growing for a gesture 
of clemency, former Interior 
Minister Oscar Luigi Seal faro 
this month visited Red Brigades 
founder Renato Curcio and 
Mario Moretti. leader of the 
group which kidnapped Moro. in 
jail. 

Unfair 

After years of silence Curcio 
last year sent a letter from prison 
saying the “cycle of struggle has 
now exhausted its course. But we 
willbeableiosayitisreallyended 
only when all the comrades who 
gave it an impulse have left 
prison." 

Piccoli has argued that it is 
unfair and almost uncon- 
stitutional that while Curcio. 
who never killed, is in jail, while 
some multiple guerrilla mur- 
derers have already been 
released. 

This has occurred under 
special laws passed to reward so- 
called “penliti" (penitents) who 
gave police information.

WASH 1 NGTON: Allegations, 
that Israel is violating inter- 
national norms in its desire to 
build an effective nuclear 
deterrent are spotlighted in two 
new reports. 

The first, by nuclear-prolifera- 
tion specialist Gary Milhollin, 
says that Israel is' apparently 
violating a promise of "peaceful 
use" which it gave to Norway. 

The Israelis appear to be 
producing plutonium for 
weapons with imported Nor- 
wegian “heavy water," says Mil- 
hollin. a professor of law- at the 
University of Wisconsin and a 
former nuclear proliferation 
consultant to the United States 
Defence Department. 

Milhollin also says Israel may 
have violated a similar pledge to 
the United Slates. 

The second study — by free- 
lance writer Mark Gaffney, who 
is preparing a book on Israel's 
nuclear programme — examines 
allegations of secret nuclear- 
weapons cooperation between 
Israel and So'.'lh Africa. If that 
cooperation were proved true, it 
would violate US law. 

Significant 

Milhollin says US and Wes- 
tern credibility in opposing the 
spread of nuclear weapons is in 
question. If Israel •; breaking 
international pledges, he con- 
tends, it has to be treated as fir- 
mly as other nations that are 
thought to be developing nuclear 
weapons. 

If the West is seen to apply 
selective proliferation. Milhollin 
says, others will break the rules. 
The danger of Israel's warheads, 
he adds, is that they could well be 
used. 

A number of independent 
analyses conclude that Israel 
possesses nuclear weapons and 
sophisticated delivery systems. 
Israel has reportedly developed a 
new version of its nuclear-capa- 
ble missile, the Jericho 2. which 
with a reported 900-mile range 
could reach the Soviet Union. 

Based on the report of a disaf- 


Israel breaks promises 


fected Israeli nuclear technician, 
a number of experts say Israel 
could have more than 150 
nuclear devices. Others, includ- 
ing one US government special- 
ist, say the number is probably 
much less, but still significant. 

Israel's bombs were reportedly 
produced from secretly acquired 
enriched uranium and from 
plutonium produced indigen- 
ously, According to the 
Israeli nuclear technician, now 
on trial in Israel for his dis- 
closures. the Dimona facility 
produces about 88 pounds of 
plutonium annually (enough for 
eight to 10 bombs) as well as 
other nuclear materials for use in 
thermonuclear weapons. 

Dimona uses heavy water to 
produce plutonium . Twenty tons 
of this heavy water. Milhollin 
says, came from Norway in 1 959. 
Israel pledged that it w’ould be 
used only for peaceful purposes 
and that Norway could inspect 
the water. 

Milhollin, however, dis- 
covered that Norway had never 
inspected the water to verify the 
peaceful-use pledge. 

After these findings were 
publicised, the Norwegian 
government asked Israel to allow 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA) to inspect the 
heavy water. Israel said “no” in 
September. Milhollin says that 
during Norwegian-Israeli talks, 
Israel admitted using the heavy 
water at Dimona and producing 
plutonium with it. 

Talks 

Norway has the right to ins- 
pect the water and to test Lo see if 
it has been usel to produce 
plutonium. Milh Ilin says. If the 
tests are positive he says, Nor- 
way should demind to see the 
plutonium produced from iL If 
any weapons have been made 
with it, Norway would have the 
right to have them dismantled, 
Milhollin argues. Norwegian 


Foreign Ministry spokesman Per 
Paust says Israel refused IAEA 
inspection, arguing that the 
agency would be "biased." He 
says, however, that Israel has 
repeatedly assured Norway that 
the water's use has been consis- 
tent with the agreement. 

Paust says Norway is now 
preparing for talks to ensure 
Norwegian inspection of the 
water. Norway had not yet made 
a decision about recalling its 
water, would probably not close 
down the Dimona reactor, alth- 
ough it would have operational 
consequencies. 

Israel is known to have 
acquired 3.9 tons of heavy water 
from the US and reportedly 
received an unknown amount 
from France in the early 1960s. 
(Milhollin says any water sent 
from France would have been 
supplied originally by the US or 
Norway, with the promise that 
France not export it.) 

Since heavy water is expensive 
to produce and lasts a long time 
in reactors. Milhollin says, the 
Dimona reactor is in all likeli- 
hood operating on somecombin- 
ation of water from these sour- 
ces. He estimates that Dimona 
currently uses 36 tons of water, 
though its original plans called 
for 1 8 tons. 

The four ions supplied by the 
US were originally shipped to 
Dimona, Milhollin says, butsub- 
sequently moved to another 
facility. The IAEA has inspected 
that water since the early 1980s, 
but before that the US was res- 
ponsible for ensuring peaceful 
use. Milhollin and US officials 
say. 

The IAEA has never tested this 
water, however, to see if it was 
previously used to make pluton- 
ium. Milhollin says. Nor is there 
evidence that the US tested it 
earlier, he says. (US experts 
visited Dimona yearly from 1963 
tol969.) 

US officials confirm lhaL the 
IAEA has not conducted such 


tests. Those queried said they 
were not informed about what 
the US did before, the IAEA 
took over. Milhollin contends 
that the US should ask that the 
water be inspected and should 
encourage Israel to respect Nor- 
way's inspection rights. 

Ambiguous 

The Israeli t Embassy in 
Washington had “no comment" 
when asked about this matter. 
Israel retains an ambiguous 
public stance on whether or not it 
possesses nuclear weapons. 

To date Israel has not been 
found to violate any US law in its 
nuclear activities. But US 
officials say the US does not have 
a peaceful nuclear cooperation 
agreement with Israel, because 
that country refuses to sign the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty or to accept international 
safeguards at all of its nuclear 
facilities. 

America’s laws on nuclear 
non-proliferation were written 
beginning in the late 1970s with 
Israel in mind, US officials who 
work on nuclear questions con- 
cede. Israel already had the tech- 
nology and know-how to 
produce bombs before relevant 
US laws were enacted. The laws 
penalise the import and export of 
weapons or technology as well as 
weapons testing. Thus (hey 
exclude countries indigenously 
developing nuclear weapons, like 
Israel or India. US experts say. 

Gaffney's study of Israel’s 
nuclear programme, published 
in the fall issue of American- 
Arab Affairs, revives the charge 
that Israel cooperates with South 
Africa in the development and 
testing of nuclear weapons. He 
says those two countries signed a 
secret nuclear cooperation 
agreement in the 1970s, which 
included a common effort to 
develop a neutron bomb. South 
Africa allegedly provided uran- 
ium and teslingspace while Israel 
provided expertise. 


Japan scrambles for ways 
to cut urban land prices

TOKYO. (Reuter): Rocketing 
urban land prices have prompted 
a series of schemes to move the 
capital of Japan from Tokyo, or 
at any rate disperse some of the 
government agencies based 
there. 

Political pressure to cut land 
prices without provoking a fall 
that could undermine Japan's 
financial system is prompting a 
spate of relocation schemes — 
although plans to move the 
capital are nothing new. 

In 1978 economist Toshiaki 
Honda suggested shifting the 
capi tal to the same line oflatitude 
as London — a move he later 
discovered would have put the 
nation's political and economic 
centre firmly on Russian soil. 

Plans 

Among the suggested alter- 
natives to overcrowded Tokyo 
are the western cities of Osaka. 
Kyoto and Kobe the northest 
city of Sendai Nagoya in central 
Japan, a proposed man-made 
island in Tokyo Bay. and a yet- 
to-be-built city near Mount Fuji. 

Another plan would move the 
capital to a site 1 50 to 250 km (90 
to 150 miles) from Tokyo, to be 
made accessible by magnetically 
levitated trains capable of 
travelling 500 kph (300 mph). 

Prime Minister Noboru Take- 
shita. who has put land prices 
high on his political agenda, has 
told government agencies to list 
facilities which could be moved 
out of Tokyo as one way to spur 
decentralisation. 

For the moment, economic 
forces are moving in the opposite 
direction and there is a concen- 
tration of population, business 
and finance, and government as 
well as a modem service sector in 
Tokyo. 

About a quarter of Japan's 121 
million population live in 
metropolitan Tokyo and about 
60 per cent of major companies 
have head offices there. 

Excess demand, coupled with 
speculation, pushed central

Tokyo residential land prices up 
more than 90 per cent last year, 
while office real estate jumped 
nearly 80 per cent, the Land 
Agency said. 

Such rises have increased the 
frustration of urban workers for- 
ced to inhabit tiny homes far 
from their jobs. 

“We have got to a point where 
a three-bedroom flat in Tokyo 
can cost 50 million yen 
(S390.000). Even if a person 
worked all his life he couldn't 
afford to buy it," said Sakihito 
Ozawa, head of a parliamentary 
study group. 

“Political voting power has 
been shifting from regional 
agricultural areas to urban 
areas." said Nobuyuki Ueda, an 
economist at the long-term 
Credit Bank ofJapan. “These are 
the voters concerned with high 
land prices." 

High urban land prices could 
also foil government efforts to 
boost theeconomy through more 
public works spending, econ- 
omists said. 

Land prices in parts of central 


Tokyo have moved off the peaks 
hit last year, analysts said. 

Bui government moves lo 
quell speculation, which accoun- 
ted for much of the decline, failed 
to address the fundamental 
causes of high prices — short 
supply and excess demand — 
analysis said. 

Increased taxes on urban 
agricultural land, which could 
help bring under-utilised land 
onto the market, are likely to be 
considered in tax reform package 
now being drafted. 

Moving out government agen- 
cies would address one basic 
cause of excess centralisation in 
Tokyo —the close links between 
government and business. 

“The umbilical cord between 
business and government means 
everyone must be together. "said 
Merrill Lynch analyst Alan 
Woodhuil. “Unless the govern- 
ment moves oui. no one will 
follow." 

But bureaucrats seem reluc- 
tant io lake the lead. 

“Ministries are trying to find 
departments which arc totally 


superfluous, totally powerless 
and unnecessary to ship out," 
said Jardine Fleming (Securities) 
analyst James Dougherty. 

Many doubt capital relocation 
projects will materialise quickly, 
if ever. 

“The discussion might go on 
but 1 do not know if actual 
measures will be taken to decen- 
tralise unless a natural disaster 
like an earthquake triggers it," 
said Ueda. “In the foreseeable 
future, 1 am sceptical about the 
possibility." 

Any effort lo bring down land 
prices substantially must also be 
balanced against the havoc a 
precipitous price decline would 
wreak on the financial system, 
analysts said. 

"Because oftast year's govern- 
ment policy, price hikes have cal- 
med down but it is questionable 
whether land prices will ctually 
fall significantly, said Ozawa. 

“If land prices fell a lot there 
would be great financial con- 
fusion since land is a major form 
of backing for financial institu- 
tion lending." he said. 


West Germany: the ‘bad boy’ of Nato 


BRUSSELS. (Reuter): West 
Germany, once the darling of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisa- 
tion (Nato) is looking more like 
its problem child. 

A big spender on Western 
defence and the front-line home 
of allied forces. West Germany 
has always scored top marks as a 
star pupil among the Nato 
European allies. 

In the autumn of J9S3, it lived 
up to its model status by riding 
out an onslaught of protest from 
its anti-nuclear weapons lobby 
and deploying US Cruise and 
Pcrshing-2 nuclear missiles. 

Now. as Nato faces crucial 
choices on nuclear planning, the 
same Bonn government is break- 
ing ranks with its allies on arms 
control and looks more like the 


school “bad boy." 

The German problem inside 
Nato has crystallised around the 
question of nuclear planning 
following the US-Sovicl Imer- 
mediale-range Nuclear Forces 
(lNF)Trealy. 

Swimming against the tide of 
alliance opinion. Bonn wants 
early East-West talks to cut 
short-range, or “battlefield,” 
nuclear missiles and is signalling 
opposition to Nato plans to 
modernise these weapons. 

Bonn argues that us territory, 
on the Central Europe front-line, 
is uniquely threatened by the 
Warsaw Pact's 1 .400 or so short- 
range missiles. 

But the allies, seeking a pause 
to nuclear cuts in Europe follow- 
ing the INF Treaty, say reduc- 


tions in these weapons can come 
only after a balance in conven- 
tional forces and a ban on 
chemical weapons have been 
achieved. 

Unfortunately for the alliance, 
the problem has emerged as 

President Ronald Reagan enters 
his last year in office, a time when 
US leadership of Nato often 
slackens. 

“We all value the major role 
the Federal Republic plays in 
Nato and Western security. But 
there is growing impatience with 
the Germans over SNF (short- 
range nuclear forces) and this 
claim of ‘singulansation." said 
one Nato diplomat. 

“It's the last year of the 


presidency. The lights will be 
going out over there soon. This 
would have been a good time to 
have a powerful ally like the 
Federal Republic fill the 
vacuum," said another 
diplomat. 

Ironically, the German 
problem has arisen when its 
unusually large overall contribu- 
tion to the alliance has been 
recognised by the appointment 
of West German Defence Mini- 
ster Manfred W<*crncr as Nato 
secretary-general. 

West Germany ranks third 
among the European allies for 
absolute defence spending, is 
home to allied forces including 
320,000 US servicemen and is the 
staging area of major Nato man- 
oeuvres every year. 


Gaffney contends that the 
mysterious flashes reportedly 
seen by a US spy satellite in 1979 
and '80 over South Africa were 
nuclear blasts and probably tests, 
of an Israeli-developed neutron 
bomb. He says the US explana- 
tions at the lime of error by a 
satellite were probably disingen- 
uous. 

US officials familiar with the 
events sny they could have been 
nuclear tests, but whether they 
were and who was involved 
remain unclear. The officials add 
that there is no firm proof of any 
Israeli nuclear bomb tests, or of 
such nuclear cooperation with 
South Africa. 

Leonard Spector. a non- 
proliferation specialist at the 
Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace, says Israel's close 
cooperation with South Africa in 
conventional military research 
and development (cooperation 
made public by the US earlier 
this year) lends credence to 
reports of nuclear cooperation. 
But there is no hard proof, he 
says. 

Spector says, however, lh3t 
the US heavy-water issue raises 
new questions about US 
involvement in Israel's nuclear 
programme. Most people 
assume, he says, that the US win- 
ked at the programme but did 
not help it. 

But if US heavy water was 
used to produce plutonium in the 
1960s and ‘70s and never inspec- 
ted, it is a major “blot on our 
copybook," Spector says. 

For Spector and Milhollin. the 
importance of the heavy-water 
issue is directly tied to the 
advance of Israel’s nuclear 
programme. The most auth- 
oritative public account of it 
came from Mordechai Vanunu. 
the technician who worked at 
Israel's Dimona facility for nine 
years and in the fall of 1986 gave a 
thorough interview to London's 
Sunday Times. 

That account shows a rapidly 


enlarging programme, including 
advanced weapons design, ther- 
monuclear-bomb mastery, and 
computer-simulated ■ testing, 
■ Spector says. US officials say 
Vanimu’s account is technically 
credible and plausible. 

Concern 1 

■ The need for concern is height- 
ened. Spector says, by Israel's 
new medium-range missile, 
capable of carrying nuclear 
weapon* to parts of the Soviet 
Union. Unidentified Israeli 
officials ha ve Turned to the press 
that the missile could serve as a 
potential .deterrent .lb Soviet 
reinforcement of Syria. 

Radio Moscow warned earlier 
this year that Moscow might 
have to respond in some way if 
the missile is deployed and asked 
if the missile wias a way for the US 
to compensate for potential 
withdrawal of Pershing 2 missiles 
from' Europe under an INF 
accord. . 

A former US official who 
specialises in Israeli affairs says 
Israel apparently still sees its 
nuclear weapons. as an ultimate 
deterrent. The new missile, he 
says, adds accuracy and speed to 
this deterrent. But there are no 
rignsitisaimedatthe USSR, nor 
that Israel is considering a 
nuclear, war-fighting strategy. 
Syria is seeking a chemical 
weapons capability to counter 
Israel's nuclear threat, he adds. 

. US non-proliferation credi- 
bility (and evenhanded ness) 
must be maintained US officials 
agree, but non-proliferation has 
to be addressed aJong with the 
range of US interests in each 
country amd region. 

Officials who specialise in 
nuclear questions agree more 
attention is needed to the flow of 
heavy water. But they say that 
when Israel was given its heavy 
water in the early 1960s, 
safeguards were not a big issue 
and the idea of peaceful nuclear 
power was in full swing Finally, 
officials and congressional 
specialists agree there is .little 
political will in Washington to 
“turn over stones to pin things on 
Israel," as one put it.

Army beatings 
indiscriminate

GAZA CITY, Occupied Gaza 
Strip, (AP):. Mahmud Moham- 
med Aiian lay in a coma, shiver- 
u. & in a bed s 

largest hospital. Bruises dis- 
coloured his chest and left arm. 

Aiian, 58. is a victim of Israel’s 
much-criticised tactic of using 
beatings instead of bullets to put 
down anti- Israeli riots that began 
seven weeks ago in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Arab hospital official’s said 
Israeli soldiers have beaten about 
600 Palestinians in the Gaza City- 
area alone, many of them indis- 
criminately. They said about 20 
per cent are women. 

Israeli lawyer Felicia Langer, 
who represents Palestinians, 
filed a complaint with the attor- 
ney general's office on behalf of 
19 Gazans who claim they were 
beaten or shot although' they 
were not protesting. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin has defended the beating 
polio , which he said began Jan 5. 
He said clubs are less deadly than 
rifles and soldiers had been 
ordered to use beatings to con- 
tain riots, not as street-comer 
justice. 

Rabin added on Israel Radio, 
however, that he had reports of 
indiscriminate beatings and “we 
are taking actions against those 
(soldiers) who are and were 
engaging in them." 

Rajdc Irhim. 48, his son and 
his brother lay side by side in beds 
near Aiian at Shifa’ Hospital in 
Gaza, 

Rajdc Irhim’s right leg and 
arm were in casts. An intraven- 


ous tube was taped to the wrist of 
his 1 9-year-old son.

Other 
patients in Shifa and nearby Ahli 
Arab Hospital also said they 
were beaten in their homes or on 
the street, but not during 
protests. ...... 

Such claims are not easy to 
prove, but most protests have 
involved Palestinians under age 
30, while several victims of beat- 
ings are in their 50s, 60s and even 
70s.. 

Ali Shalar. 19, sat in a blue 
-bathrobe at Shifa. both aims in 
casts up to the shoulders, his foot 
wrapped in bandages. Shatar's 
mother. Safiya. held an orange 
soda to his lips. 

“The Israelis seemed to want 
to break my wrists because they 
thought I threw stones," Shalar 
said in Arabic, through an inter- 
preter. “It was very painful. This 
time I didn't throw stones, and 
the soldiers still hurt me. Next 
time I will throw a hundred 
stones." 

Field workers for the United 
Nations say they have dozens of 
reports of Israeli soldiers, 
apparently concentrating on a 
troublesome neighbourhood, 
going into homes at night and 
beating an entire family.

Shirley Bassey: generation gap beater British chart

MADONNA may be the sex 
kitten of the day. but remember 
Shirley Bassey? At fifty, she still 
looks a sexy 30 and she intends 
to keep it that way. 

“I nave always been a sex 
symbol. I was the same as 
Madonna in my day. 1 was ban- 
ned from American, Italian, 
French and Spanish television. 
I was raunchy. And I paved the 
way." 

The timeless tigress of Tiger 
Bay — now a grandmother — is 
showing the young *uns how to 
do it. She recently rejoined the 
charts in the company of Swiss 
group Yello and their hit single 
'Hie Rhythm Divine. And she 
likes the company she finds her- 
self keeping. 

Shirley Bassey is a genuine 
generation gap beater. Teen- 
agers love her. So do their 
parents and their parents' 
parents. When they ask for her 
autograph, they often ask for a 
second one lo lake home to 
gran. 

Keeping her body so 
beautiful requires effort and 
discipline. She plays tennis, 
swims when she can, does 
regular yoga and, when she 
packs to go on tour, one of the 
first things to go into her lug- 
gage is a set of weights. 

She is now a vegetarian. She 
h&rdly smokes and she has 
relegated alcohol — an old 
friend and sometimes support 
— to a more minor role in her 
life. These days she keeps it for 
birthdays and weddings. 

Shirley savs: “I stopped 
because 1 felted been through 
all that. It wasn't really me. 
Feeling rotten the next day, 
staying in bed, missing some of 
the action. ‘What am I doing?* f 
though L” 

But even that is small beer 
compared to the major change 
in her life. The sexy woman who 
used to say she could not live 
without the love of a man has 
learned to live alone. And to 
like it. 

“I have always had people 
around me,” she says. “Now, 
for the first time, I have no live- 
in lover, no housekeeper, no 
secretary, no one,” she says.

She did not take to the 
solitary life right from the start. 
“I was terrified at first." she 
says. “It was not a deliberate 
decision to try living alone. It 
was just circumstances. 

“In the past, it had always 
been off with the old and on 
with the new. There would 
always be someone waiting in 
the wings when I ended with a 
boyfriend. This time there was 
not and I was terrified for the 
first year. 

“Two years further on. I can 
honestly say it is great.” 

Poverty 

If Bassey is a late convert to 
celibacy, she has not given up 
the friendship of men. Nor has 
she closed the door on the pos- 
sibility of a new love in the 
future. "I like men,” she says. 
“1 wouldn't rule them right 
ouL” 

They have certainly played a 
major role in her past, since the 
girl, whose father walked out 
on the family when she was two. 
was old enough for boyfriends 
of her own. 


Shirley’s childhood had been 
one of deep — and deeply 
resented — poverty. The 
humiliation heaped on the 
youngest of eight children, 
growing up in the tough Tiger 
Bay area of Cardiff burned 
deep. And were exorcised 
expensively. 

Clothes were always hand- 
me-downs for the girl who slept 
three-in-a-bed with two sisters 
and never had a doll ofher own. 
“I hated being so poor.” she 
recalls. 

“I remember once going to a 
shoe-menders with an old pair 
of sandals and being turned 
away because the man said 
there wasn't enough leather left 
to repair them again.” 

Today, the daughter of an 
African father and an English 
mother left to bring up her 
brood alone, haspul an insulat- 
ing barrier of diamonds, 
sequins and furs between her- 
self and the bitter memories of 
childhood. 

And it has left her with a 
thirst she can never quite slake 
for luxury and glamour.

There's no place like a plush 
suite at the Dorchester to make 
her feel completely at home. 

Bassey. twice married, 
mother three limes and grand- 
mother once so far, has cer- 
tainly packed a whole lot of 
living into her first half century . 
And come a long way from her 
first jobat 14.eaming£3aweek 
packing chamber pots in a fac- 
tory. 

As she worked, she dreamt. 
A man had told her that with 
her voice she could be a star. It • 
was theonly way out of poverty 
she could see. And she helped 
herself through the day by sing- 
ing so long and loud they used 
to shout at her to shut up. 

Now audiences go wild to 
hear that voice. And Shirley 
Bassey still uses singing to come 
to terms with life. More than 
that, she admits she would not 
be half the performer she is 
today were it not for the living, 
loving and losing that goes into 
every performance. 

She says: “I couldn't sing the 
way I do if it wasn't for the good 
and bad times. The sadness, the 


ups-and-downs. the men I've 
known — it all goes into my 
songs.” 

Even when her daughter, 
Samantha, died two years ago. 
Shirley went ahead with an 
American tour. “I suppose I've 
always eased the pain by sing- 
ing,” she says. 

Revenge 

That lime, though, her body 
took its revenge. Shirley could 
not beat the grief that left her 
shattered when Samantha, 21, 
was found floating in the River 
Avon near Bristol, not far from 
a notorious suicide spot. 

Samantha had emotional 
and drink problems but she had 
seemed tobe on the mend. And 
she left no note to suggest sbe 
planned to take her own life. 
The inquest into her death 
could not determine whether it 
was suicide or.an accident. 

Shirley says: “I'll never get 
over it completely. How I ever 
came out of it at all. I'll never 
know. I am griming still and I 
don’t know if it will ever stop.” 


“She was like me when I was 
young. She was such a tomboy 
but gentle. She loved animals 
and she was like a beautiful 
young wild animal herself. You 
could not cage her.* 1 

Bassey the beautiful, talked 
to few people about her grief. 
When she shared it at all it was 
with her audiences. And if 
anyone supported her through 
(he initial shock it was her fans. 

When she walked on stage at 
the Carnegie Hail in New York 
the audience rose up like a sin- 
gle person and applauded the 
courage that had got her there. 
“It meant so much lo me,” she 
remembers. ■ 

“And it was like that night 
after night. The audience were 
helping me. comforting me 
with their understanding." 

But the woman who had 
never had a singing lesson in her 
life let the tension creep into her 
throat. It robbed ber of her 
voice twice. She went to voice 
specialist Helen Sbenel for her 
first-ever voice tuition. 

Mrs Shenel says: “It would 
be insulting to say I was teach- 
ing her to sing. She has the most 
wonderful natural voice. But 
with anyone, bad habits creep 
in." 

She found Shirley “an 
absolute delight to work with”. 
And she was thrilled when, 
after her first night back on 
stage, Ms Bassey sent her a 
dozen orchids. She said: “I 
though it was very sweet to do 
that on top of a very fat fee.” 
Irony 

The irony is that when 
Shirley Bassey first began to 
perform, she was told that she 
was too wooden and would be 
until she'd had some experience 
of suffering. Once she started, 
she went straight for overkiU. 

It was impessario Mike 
Sullivan who taught her how to 
walk on stage and get an 
audience eating out ofher hand 
and who also told her she had to 
stop singing with her head and 
start doing it with her heart. 

An right-month affair with, 
television producer Robert 
Hartford-David cured that. 
And it left her with a compul- 
sion to be the one who always 
walked out first.

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Semyonov: the Soviet Hemingway 
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Turning the tables on spy fiction

BOSTON: Julian Semyonov 
squares ofT. His deep, guttural 
voice becomes menacing. He 
points an accusing finger at a 
.woman reporter and musters 
up tbe muscle of his imposing 
physique. 

“Look,’* he growls, “if I tell 
you the truth, you won't print 
h. So let me tell you what you 
want to bear. I'm the general in 
charge of interrogation and 
intelligence for the KGB.” 

The Soviet Union's best-sell- 


ing author — one of its more 
colourful dramatis personae, a 
utative friend of Mikhail Gor- 
privileged by any stan- 
dards, especially those in the 
Soviet UnTon ■— has been 
rumored to be an officer of that 


country’s secret police. He den 
ies the association. But the 
speculation certainly hasn't 
hurt his marketability. Part of 
that marketability comes also 
from a self-styled image as the 
Soviet Hemingway. 

Mary Hemingway “told me I 
have not only the voice but the 
blood of Papa,*' he says, adding 
later “When things go wrong, 
a woman cries and a man 


shoots. ) 

If Mr Semyonov is playing 
the role of daring novelist- 
adventurer, he certainly dresses 
the part. 

Looking as though he just 
stepped out of the jungles of 
Nagonia — with his dose-crop- 
ped hair and scrubby beard, ms 
leather pouch at his side (hold- 
ing Marlboros instead of a pis- 
tol) — he describes his publish- 
ing exploits in rambling anec- 
dotes. “1 crossed the whole of 


Russia from Omsk archives to 


Vladivostok archives” search 


ing for materials, he says in 
heavily accented English. 

“I published a novel with the 
title ‘No Passport Needed.’ It 
was reviewed here in Time ... It 
was about prostitutes in Mos- 
cow. about gangsters in Mos- 


cow, about drugs in Moscow. It 
was the first novel of its type, 
and it got very positive reviews 
in newspapers here and in 
Britain, with a photo in Time. 
It’s very important for the pres- 
tige of the author, you know.” 

Later he adds: “I'm not very 
good at promoting myself." 

The author-journalist is, in 
fact, on a tour of the West, 
promoting the English-lan- 
guage translation of his 1979 
novel set in the fictitious 
African country Nagonia. 
“Tass Is Authorised to 
Announce” is. a prototypical 
Semyonov spy thriller in which 
the KGB wears the white hats 
and the CIA does dirty deeds at 
the bidding of industrial bos- 


His 35 books may sell well 
(35 million copies in the Soviet 
Union), but they don't get par- 
ticularly high marks from 
many American observers of 
Soviet literature. 


‘He’s viewed as more of a 


pop writer than as a serious 
literary artist,” says Jerry Mik- 
kelson, professor of Russian 
literature at the University of 
Kansas at Lawrence. Other 


experts in Soviet culture told 
the Monitor they never bother 
to read Semyonov. 

His freedom to travel for as 
long as he has and his other 
privileges have earned him a 
reputation among cognoscenti 
as a man who toes the line to 
keep his privileges. Whatever 
the techniques for getting there, 
Semyonov has some rare 
freedoms. “We can't find 


another case like him: He's a 


first.” comments Leonard Sus- 


sman, executive director of 
Freedom House, referring to 
Semyonov's ability not only to 
publish in the West buL to takea 
press tour alone, promoting his 
books. 


Still. Semyonov considers 
himself an outsiderand rebel 


a longtime between- the-lines 
crusader for reform, whose 
lime has come with the advent 
of Mr Gorbachev. 

"I was the first to put into a 
novel (in 1971) the name of 
(Nikolai) Bukharin with 
positive meaning,” he says, 
referring to the Bolshevik 
revolutionary purged under 
Stalin. “I proposed positions in 
my novels published in early 
‘70s: I said we need individual 


labour, wc need individual 
cafes, restaurants, cars, and so 
on and so on. It was only me 
who published it in Soviet 
press. I did it.” 

He acknowledges, however, 
that he has made compromises 
to stay out of trouble, following 
an ‘Td rather switch than 


fight” philosophy. In fact, be 
has more than stayed out of 
trouble. He drives a voivo 


wagon, has an apartment and 
atelier in Moscow, a dacha out- 
side Moscow, and a villa on (he 


Black Sea. He sports gold 
bracelets and a ring with a 40- 
carat diamond — a gift, he 
jokes, from “the d ictaiorship of 
the proletariat. 


Compromise 


At one point in the interview, 
he says flatly that he com 
promises because "I want to be 
free, I want to travel, I want to 
enjoy life.” The price for these 
privileges has been ready 
acquiescence to Lhe censor’s 
pen: "How do you succeed? 
With compromises. You cut 
some parts of your novels. I’ve 
cut things out of all my books. 


Taking that road has given 
him access to the mighty and 
the mysterious in the Soviet 
govemrifcnL 

He says, for instance, that 
when his novel "No Passport 


Needed” appeared, lhen-KGB 
head Yuri Andropov was ins- 
pired to call him on the phone 
and invite him in for a letc-a 


tete that opened KGB files for 


Today, he seems no less well 


connected. Gorbachev called 
him by first name at a press 
conference during the Geneva 
summit. Walter Lagueur of the 
Georgetown University Centre 
for Strategic and International 
Studies wrote: “ft is an open 
question whether Gorbachev 
(gels) his information from ... a 
Semyonov novel.” Semyonov's 
American publishers maintain 
he’s “a friend and adviser” to 


the Soviet leader. 


“Whydon l you ask bis publ- 
ishers where they get the chutz- 
pah to say that?" Asks Ray 
Benson, who just returned 
from four years as counsel for 
press and culture at the US 
Embassy in Moscow. Neverth- 
eless, he acknowledges that 
Semyonov is widely believed to 
have special access to the power

When science and philosophy come together New hope for preserving books

Whether pursued as a scien- 
tific discipline, a leisure-time 
interest, or a basis for philoso- 
phy, an acceptable picture of 
the universe has been sought 
for all of recorded history. As 
Milton Munitz tells us in “Cos- 
mic Understanding,” this 
search for a satisfying cosmolo- 
gy comes from two principal 
motives. The first is purely in- 
tellectual curiosity and a sense 
of wonder. The second derives 
from the need to situate 
humanity in the universe. 

This book is a philosophical 
quest. Munitz himself has 
spent a long career searching 
both philosophy and modern 
scientific theory. He is disting- 
uished professor of philosophy 
emeritus at the City University 
of New York. In 1957 , he 
edited “Theories of the Uni- 
verse” — a collection of cos- 
mologies from Plato and Ar- 
istotle to Hubble, Einstein, 
and modern cosmologists. Ear- 
lier he wrote “Space, Time and 
Creation,” a critical evaluation 
of cosmology. 

Modern 

Munitz has set an ambitious 
goal for his readers in “Cosmic 
Understanding.” He says: “By. 
studying the materials of con- 
temporary scientific cosmolo- 
gy, a principal goal of the pre- 
sent. inquiry is to come 

wi thin sight of the main out- 
lines of an ontology (a world 
view) in which we can discern 
the principal lines of dif- 
ferentiation and interconnec- 
tion among three crucial onto- 
logical dimensions of existence

— namelyjbe universe as exis- 
tent, human existence, and 
Boundless Existence.” 
Modern cosmology differs a 
gTeat deal from earlier 
attempts to understand the cos- 
mos. Modern measurements 
have produced a large number 
of facts. Modern cosmologists 
demand that as many as possi- 
ble of these facts arise from die 
simplest posable first cause. At 
the present stage of inquiry, 
there is the curious case of a 
very low-intensity radio noise 
signal that may be a due to the 
be ginning s of tbe universe. • 
In the 1940s, George 
Gamov, Ralph Alpher, and 
Robert Herman put forth an 
idea that the universe began in 
a highly condensed state and at 
a very high temperature — a 
big bang. From this beginning, 
they predicted an expansion 
that in our time would result in 
the existence of a universal 
background isotropic micro- 
wave radiation at about 5 de- 
grees Kelvin. In 1965. Amo 
Perm as and Robert Wilson at 
Bell Laboratories discovered 
an ineliminable microwave 
noise signal in their radio 
antenna, which they were able 
to show was isotropic and ex- 
tra g alac tic in source. This mic- 
rowave radiation is characte- 
rized by an extremely low 
temperature of about 3 degrees 
K. Could it be the “glow” of a 
uniform gas of photons that has 
undergone cooling during the 
expansion of tbe universe since 
its original big bang? 

At about the same time, 
theorists were using Einstein’s 
ideas of space time to develop 


cosmologies. Ai' first these 
models were static — that is, no 
big bang, no beginning — a 
rather uninteresting situation. 
Then, in the early 1920s, Fried- 
iflan showed that the field 
equations of general relativity 
allowed solutions that were 
nonstatic. This allowed tbe big- 
bang ideas of Gamov and 
others to be included in the 
framework of relativity, and 
eventually led to the current 
theories of an evolutionary uni- 
verse. 

Philosophical ideas on con- 
cepts of God, nature, and the 
limits of knowledge have simi- 
larly evolved in recent times. 

Spinoza introduced some 
very interesting ideas, which 
Munitz explains lucidly. “He 
(Spinoza) was concerned, as 
were traditional religions, with 
becoming aware of and 
appropriately responsive to tbe 
ultimate source of our being. 
For what Spinoza wishes to 
ask, at the bottom, is bow the 
world in tire astronomic, cos- 
mologic sense — whatever its 
detailed structure is said to be 
— is related to God (ultimate 
reality). And to this question 
Spinoza has a definite and, for 
his time, revolutionary answer. 
For he maintains, far from 
being distinct realities, God, 
Nature, and the cosmos are 
one and tbe same.” 

Although Spinoza built on 
the scientific theories of his 
day, a lot has happened since in 
the development of physical 
theories of the universe. And 
being a philosopher, Munitz 
must eventually ask, “For does 
not the prominence and wide- 


spread adoption of an evolu- 

tirmary cosmology, with its 

broad endorsement of theview ,\ 

tharthc universe had an origin" 1 

and wiQ have an end, make 
such a reexamination once 
more an urgent one? Should 
we not turn — or return ■ — to a 
belief in God to fill out a sound 
conception of the Boundless?” 
Traditional 

In what follows, Mnnitz does 
not rehabilitate tbe traditional 
view of God but suggests a 
: different view of the bound- 
less. 

“Not everything which is un- 
known is unknowable. Are we 
justified in saying that there are 
some . . . limits to cosmic intel- 
ligibility and successful the pro- 
cess of iroeasing scientific 
understanding maybe ?” 

This is where modern phi- 
losophy fits with the high- 
powered, mathematically 
driven, observation ally proven 
and disproven cosmology of 
the scientist. Munitz — with a 
discussion of otheT philo- 
sophies, and modern physics — 
raises the questions of being. 

This is a book to be argued 
with, argued from, listened to, 
objected to, learned from, re- 
spected, agreed with, and dis- 
agreed with. 

Munitz, far from proposing 
all the answers in either the 
philosophical or the physical 
discussions, poses the ques- 
tions and provides tantalizing 
directions of inquiry for tbe 
reader. As Munitz himself 
points out, “Whatever the 
similarities or continuities of 
our own situation with the 
problems faced by thinkers in 
earlier epochs may be, we most 
do our own work afresh.”

FAMILY DOCTOR

DISK SURGERY REMOVES 
PRESSURE FROM NERVES 


QUESTION: I may be in trouble. My doc- 
tor is advising surgery for a ruptured disk, 
but I am not sure I understand what this is. 
Will you help me? 

ANSWER: I’ll surely try to. Our spine or 
backbone is made up of alternating layers of 
bone and cartilage, like a stack of poker 
chips. The function of the backbone in man 
is to hold us erect and protect the vital nerves 
of the spinal cord. The bones, or vertebrae, 
provide strength to the spine, while the 
layers of cartilage, or disks, provide 
cushions for the bones and the flexibility 
that permits us to bend and twist. 

The cartilage disks have iwomain parts, 
an outer tough capsule and an inner, softer 
nucleus or centre. Sometimes, due to injury 
or strain, , the outer capsule breaks, or rup- 
tures, and the pulpy nucleus pushes through 
Md presses against the nerves that run alon- 


gside. When this occurs the nerve becomes 
irritated, causing a tingling sensation, or 
numbness or pain, or even weakness in the 
muscles they are attached to 

If this has happened to you, and ! think it 
the pressure on the nerves must be 
removed, by operating on your ruptured 
disk. The procedure usually requires the 
services of a neurosurgeon to operate 
around the nerves, and an orthopaedic sur- 
geon to remove the affected disk and then 
attain the two vertebrae in a solid fashion. 1 
am sure that now that you have this explana- 
tion to work with,your physician will be 
happy to fill in the details. 

QUESTION: Is a “com” and a "bunion" 
the same thing? What causes them to 

aP ANS^WER: No, they are really quite dif- 


ferent, although they both usually occur on 
the feet, and they both stem from the same 
cause. A corn is an area of thickened and 
hardened skin, usually occurring over the 
knuckle of a toe. A bunion, however, is an 
enlargement of a joint of the big toe arid can 
be due to excess fluid in the joint or to 
changes in the bones that make up the joint. 
They both are formed as a response to 
pressure on that area of the foot, pressure 
which generally is created by poor-fitting 
shoes. Women's shoe styles seem to create 
the problem more frequently for them than 
in men, but some people inherit a tendency 
to form these annoying bumps. If you won t 
or can’t change your fashions, you may have 
to consult a fool specialist for the help, 
which in some cases requires surgery. 
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NEW YORK: At the moment, 
the human record — the col- 
lected wisdom of scholars and 
.scribblers may . endure no 
longer -than- the- paper -it is 
printed on. 

All one has to do to confirm 
the perishable nature of the 
printed word is visit the sprawl- 
ing stacks of the New York 
Public Library, where a book 
pulled at random from a shelf 
recently scattered a flurry of 
disintegrated pages, and 
potentially lost knowledge, 
across the floor. 

But there is new hope that 
the knowledge, if not the pap- 
er, in such books will endure. 

Far-flung efforts to bring the 
best research, technology, and 
cooperative thinking to bear on 
the problem seem to many in- 
formed observers to be bearing 
fruit. The prospect appears 
nearer than ever for a single 
national agenda and a system 
for identifying and housing tbe 
great body of treasured docu- 
ments. 

In the wake of bleak predic- 
tions over the past several 
years that only a fraction of this 
heritage could be saved, those 
engaged in the battle have be- 
gun to offer, cautiously, a more 
optimistic assessment. 

Massive 

“Clearly, there are people in 
Congress who see the problem 
for what it is,” says Warren J. 
Hass, president of tbe Council 
on Library Resources (CLR) in 
Washington, D.C. Initiatives 
in New York State, Wisconsin, 
Maine, and New Jersey are 
part of wbat he sees as a snow- 
balling momentum on behalf of 
paper preservation. 

Today, Dr Vartan Grego- 
rian , president and chief execu- 
tive officer of the New York 
Public Library, characterises 
the problem as “awesome, not 
gloomy.” 

The proportions of the task, 
he acknowledges, are massive. 
Because of the acidity of paper 
used in printing since about 
1850, as well as environmental 
and usage factors, 76 million 
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Because of tbe aridity of paper used in printing, 76 million volumes in America’s major research 
libraries are in danger of disintegrating. 


volumes m America’s major 
research libraries alone are in 
danger of disintegrating, 
according to tbe National En- 
dowment for the Humanities. 
That’s enough books to fill a 
shelf stretching from Boston to 
Dallas; and all of them could be 
lost in the next 20 to 30 years. 

The CLR has estimated that 
the cost of saving even a third 
of these volumes is S384 mil- 
lion. 

Various advances in the 
technology of paper preserva- 
tion (most notably a mass 
dearidification method being 
pioneered by the US Library of 
Congress) have offered some 
promise; but, so far, no defini- 
tive solution to what librarians 
call a national and internation- 
al emergency has emerged. 
The result is that “We are ab- 
out to lose a large portion of 
our cultural heritage, -and that 
of other cultures as well," says 
Jeffrey Field, assistant pre- 
servation officer at the Nation- 
al Endowment for the Humani- 
ties. 

This alarming prospect has 
led research librarians and 
others to pursue a national sys- 
tem for storing and retrieving 
those essentiafrecords of scho- 
larship that make up our cultu- 
ral and intellectual heritage; 
and that goal seems at least ■ 
within view. 

“Ten years from now. there 
will be a new national collec- 
tion of preserved materials to 
which the country’s resear- 
chers will have access," Mr 
Haas says flatly. 

This collection, he suggests, 
may either be housed in a sing- 
le facility, such as the Center 
for Research Libraries in Chi- 


cago, or as a diverse collection 
scattered throughout the na- 
tion's research libraries and ac- 
cessible through a data-link 
system. The specific form of 
the library is of less concern, 
however, than how compre- 
hensive its collection turns out 
to be. 

How much of our precious 
heritage, and that of other cul- 
tures, can be retrieved and 
made accessible to scholars and 
the general public? 

That question — and the 
equally troubling one of who 
will deride what gets saved and 
what must perish — are the 
principal challenges facing the 
nation's leading research lib- 
raries and their recently 
formed National Commission 
on Preservation and Access. 
The commission is just begin- 
ning to wrestle with the tangle 
of technological, ethical, and 
historical issues, as well as the 
vast scope of the paper disin- 
tegration problem. 

Existence 

But many observers see tbe 
very existence of the commis- 
sion, which has its first meeting 
last April, as one sign among 
many that the issue has been 
joined. 

“We’ve reached critical mass 
in the number of libraries that 
have jumped on the band- 
wagon,” observes Gay Wal- 
ker, bead of the preservation 
department at Yale Library. 
"In 1979, only one library 
other than the Library of Con- 
gress really had any kind of 
preservation program." Now, 
she adds, between 30 and 40 
major institutions are engaged 
in such programs, including 20 


of the 32 members of the lib- 
rary Research Group. 

Other encouraging signs in- 
clude a heightened awareness , 
of the paper deterioration 
problem and an increasing 1 
readiness among corporations ! 
to underwrite efforts to pre- ! 
serve our printed heritage, j 
(Exxon for instance, recently , 
funded a new Preservation cen- 
tre to serve the tilid-Atlanlic 
states.) 

Evidence of increased 
awareness shows up at the 
doorstep of places like the 
Northeast Document Con- 
servation Center, nestled on 
the provincial campus of the 1 
Phillips Academy in Andover, 
Mass. In the past eight years, 1 
the staff of this center has | 
almost quadrupled, from 12 to 
42. This increase is due in large 
measure to what the center’s 
executive director. Dr Ann 
Russell, sees as "a growing 
appetite and funding" for pre- 
servation services. 

This thriving, nonprofit en- 
terprise pays its way by charg- 
ing sizable fees for the pain- 
staking work of restoration; 
and so it necessarily deals with 
documents that have a consti- 
tuency. If a research library or 
historical society considers a 
document valuable enough to 
invest considerable money in, 
then it will survive. 

And that, generally, is the 
process around the country, 
where institutions look at their 
own collections and make the 
tough decisions about what to 
save first. 

At the moment, a “triage 
method" prevails, observes 
Ms Walker of Yale.

Growth 

The growth in the leading busi- 
ness-cycle index for the 10 
nations as a whole fell to an 
annual rate of seven per cent 
through October for 1 2 percent a 
year earlier. 

Japan continues to set the pace 
for all nations, with its leading 
index climbing at an annual rate 
of 22 per cent according to the 
latest data. South Korea is 
second with growth of 20 percent 


Among European nations, 
Britain was first with a growth in 
its index of five per cent, while 
West Germany was second with 
four per cent, and France and 
Italy following with one percenL 
The US registered a growth of 
one per cent and Australia five 
percent.

Japan’s trade bulges to record $96b 


TOKYO, Jan 29, (Reuter): 
Japan's trade surplus, reported 
ioday. bulged to a record 596 
billion in 1987 but economists 
believe the worst is now over. 

“At first this figure appears 
disappointing because there is no 
improvement (over 1986's 
592.83 billion),” said Fuji Bank 
economist Masaru Takagi. “But 
it is only temporary as the basic 
trend is towards an improvement 
in the balance.” 

The trade imbalance had been 
shrinking over the past months 
but sharp gains early in 1987 
boosted the year’s trade surplus 
to a record, said Kazutoshi 
Habamura. economist for 
Nikko Research Centre. 

Exports 

Economists said that although 
the volume of exports have been 
in a downtrend, the falling value 
of the US dollar against die yen 
has distorted the trade figures. 

When the dollar drops the 
value of yen-based exports rise 
even if the volume of shipments 
remains the same. 

Takagj said he saw trade in the 
1988 financial year, which starts 
in April sliding to 590 billion 
from his estimated S97 billion for 


this current year. 

He also sees the current 
account surplus, which includes 
the trade of goods as well as 
services, to slim to 578 billion 
from 587 billion in the 1987 fin- 
ancial year. 

Surplus 

Japan had reported the calen- 
dar 1987 current account surplus 
to be 586.69 billion, only slightly 
up from 585.85 billion in 1986 

“This would be some 
improvement, but I must stress 
that there is still a problem 
because we can expect no 
dramatic changes,” Takagi said. 

The government said money 
leaving Japan for long-term 
investments surged to a net 
5131.46 billion in 1986. 

These figures are the balance 
of outflows of money for long- 
term investments minus the 
inflows. 

Although an unstable dollar 
had dampened Japanese inves- 
tors' interest in US treasury 
bonds, the share market crash in 
October sparked heavy withdr- 
awal of money by foreigners out 
of the Tokyo stock market and 
this helped boost the figure to a 
record, Habamura said. 


He estimated the long-term 
capital account to show an out- 
flow of 5120 billion in 1988. 

The main flow of money will 
be into US treasury bonds as well 
as Europoean debentures, 
though the growth in money for 
investments will slow, he sakl. 

However, investments for 
slocks should be quicken as well 
as that for direct investments, he 
said. 

Direct investments are those 
for helping companies set up 
their own operations overseas. 

Takagi noted that the long- 
term outflow data for December 
indicated that foreigners stopped 
their selling of Japanese stocks. 

Inflows 

Japan had reported long-term 
capital outflows in December 
were only 5S.9 billion compared 
with about 515 billion the 
previous month and 1 8.88 billion 
in October. 

The December trade surplus 
was 510.06 billion, down from 
10.20 billion a year earlier, while 
the current account surplus for 
the month rose to 59.44 billion, 
up from 59.19 billion. 

Japan has begun to study the 
possibility of a free trade pact 


linking the United States and 
Asia as a way to end economic 
friction, but officials and econ- 
omists agree any such plan will 
face serious obstacles. 

“We would like to look into 
the possibility of making more 
appropriate cooperative and 
constructive relationships with 
Asian and Pacific nations, 
including eventually some sort of 
free trade pact,” Hisashi Hosok- 
awa. director of International 
Economic Affairs at the Ministry 
of International Trade ana 
Industry, said in an interview. 

The Pacific nations he referred 
to included Australia and the 
United States. 

Difficulties 

“But we can foresee many dif- 
ficulties in implementation,” he 
added. 

The notion of a US-Japan free 
trade pact gained momentum 
after a similar arrangement was 
concluded last October between 
the United States and Canada. 

Under the US-Canada pact, 
the two nations agreed to open 
their markets fully to each oth- 
ers' products by such steps as 
eliminating bilateral tariffs 
within 10 years. 


Move to challenge Japan 


US Commerce Secretary 
William Verity said in November 
that US-Japan trade relations 
might benefit from such an 
agreement. 

The concept was also put forth 
by Senate majority leader Robert 
Byrd during Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshi la's Washing- 
ton visit earlier this month, 
Japanese officials said. 

Gain 

Japan is not interested in a 
bilateral free trade pact with the 
Uni ted States, but is instead con- 
sidering the possibility of a mul- 
tilateral free trade zone to 
include other Asian countries 
and the United States. 

“In principle we are not in 
favour of bilateral (arran- 
gements)” Hosokawa said. 

Japan might gain from setting 
a broad regional free trade zone, 
but persuading less developed 
Asian countries to join would be 
difficult, economists said. 

“Japan is getting so much 
pressure to open its markets, it 
might as well get something in 
return,” said Peter Morgan, 
economist at Barclays De Zoeie 
Wedd Securities (Japan).

Europeans develop HDTV system proposed 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, Jan 29, 

( AP): Four European electronics 
giants are jointly developing an 
advanced TV system to challenge 
Japan's lead in a technology that 
experts say will revolutionise die 
industry. 

* The Robert Bosch GmbH of 
West Germany, Philips Inter- 
national BV of the Netherlands, 
Thomson of France and Thorn 
EMI of Britain have worked on 
the system, called High-Defini- 
tion Television, sincel986. 

The first prototype equip- 
ment, such as cameras and video- 
tape recorders, is expected to be 
ready by the autumn. 

“Ini 1/2 years, Europe has pul 
together a system including har- 
dware,” said Michel Carpenter, 
head of the telecommunications ’ 
section of the European Coin- : 
mission, the executive body of 
the European Economic Com- 
munity. Japan needed much 
more time. Carpenter added. 
Promises 

The rapid pace of research 
promises some relief for 
Europe's consumer electronics 
industry, which fears Japan may 
dominate in HDTV well in the 
next century unless challenged 
now. 

High-definition television, 
with almost double the number 
of lines that make up a conven- 


tional TV picture, offers an 
image as sharp as that of cinema 
films. HDTV pictures contain 
i,1251ines. 

Insiders say its development is 
as revolutionary as the switch 
from black-and-white to colour 
TV in the late 1960s. 

More important, they say, 
HDTV technology will have a 
spin-off effect into other areas of 
electronics and telecommunica- 
tions, a market that will be worth 
526 billion a year in Europe by 
the mid- 1 990s. 

If Japan gets its HDTV system 
accepted as a world standard, it 
will dominate the TV equipment 
market — from cameras to video 
cassette recorders — and control 
HDTV technology patents. That 
would force Europe to pay for 
Japanese license fees,- European- 
industry officials say. 

“The main issue concerning 
European industry is to ensure it 
does not lose out by a standard 
that would gjve the advantage to 
the Japanese," said George 
Waters, head of the European 
Broadcasting Union's technical 
centre here. 

European TV manufacturers, 
which own the patents on 
European TV systems, now com- 
pete successfully with Japan in 
the European market, account- 
ing for about half of the 16.5 


million colour sets sold each 
year. 

In May 1986, at an inter- 
national meeting in Yugoslavia, 
Japan almost succeeded in 
obtaining international backing 
of its HDTV production system 
as the sole world standard. 

Bui a timely consensus among 
European nations blocked the 
attempt, giving Europe some 
breathing space to develop a rival 
system. 

The four European compan- 
ies' research is designed to 
develop an alternative HDTV 
production standard for Europe 
which would be acceptable to 
Japan and the United States. 

The project also aims to 
develop a high-definition version 
of- transmission technology 
caued’ M AC to complete with 
Japan’s MUSE transmission sys- 
tem. 

Jan Geel, a spokesman for 
Philips International, said the 
European HDTV system is dif- 
ferent from Japan’s in that it 
takes an "evolutionary” 
approach. 

“With the Japanese system 
you m ust scrap all existing equip- 
ment," he said. 

One observer of the European- 
Japanese rivalry is the United 
States, which initially backed 
Japan's HDTV system. 


However, the US TV industry, 
notably the NBC and ABC TV 
networks, has since expressed 
doubts about both European 
and Japanese HDTV. 

The United Stales is not 
promoting an HDTV standard 
of its own because it manufac- 
tures little broadcast transmis- 
sion equipment and produces 
few of its own television sets, 
despite the huge size of its TV 
market. 

Concerned 

“We are concerned that selec- 
tion of a production standard for 
HDTV now is premature and 
would affect the selection of a 
transmission standard," said 
John Abel, executive vice 
president of the National 
Association of Broadcasters in 
* Washington. 

Abel said US broadcasters are 
concerned that Japan's HDTV 
does not fit on frequency band- 
widths now used to broadcast 
TV shows. 

“Wecannothaveasystem that 
obsoletes 200 million TV sets. 
We want more research done on 
a transmission system that will 
work in current band _widlhs.” 

While Japan and Europe work 
on competing HDTV systems, 
the Europeans hope a single 
worldwide HDTV production 
standard can be agreed on soon. 


LONDON, Jan 29. (AP): Publi- 
sher Rupert Murdoch was 
quoted as saying today he would 
like to form a joint venture with 
Pearson Pic, owners of the Fin- 
ancial Times, to publish a 
separate US edition of the paper.

Proposal 

The newspaper said Murdoch 
has not made his proposal direc- 
tly to Pearson's management It 
quoted the publisher as saying he 
is waiting for “some of the paran- 
oia to settle” following a move by 
his Australian media company. 
News CorpJo buy a 20.4-percent 
stake in Pearson. 

Murdoch reiterated he has no 
plans to take over Pearson or the 
Financial Times, the newspaper 
said. 

He already controls three 
national daily newspapers and 
two national Sunday newspapers 
in Britain. 


US, allies reject Soviet calls 
for easing export controls 


US import prices up 


PARIS, Jan 29, (Reuter): The 
United States and its allies 
ignored Soviet calls for an easing 
of high technology export con- 
trols when the secretive Cocom 
. trade watchdog body met for the 
first time since last month's 
Washington summit, diplomats 
said. 

At a two-day closed-door 
meeting, which ended yesterday 
in Versailles, outside Paris, the 
members of the Coordinating 
Committee for Multilateral 
Export Controls (Cocom) 
agreed to redouble policing of 
sensitive exports to Soviet bloc 
countries. 

Insistence 

But at the insistence of 
Washington's European allies, 
Cocom, which comprises Japan 
and all Nato countries except 
Iceland, said it would cut the list 
of restricted items by pruning 
older technology already freely 
available to the EasL 

"We agreed to erect higher 


fences around fewer items, one 
West European diplomat told 
Reuters today. 

The meeting was called at the 
urgent request of the United 
States, concerned that its allies 
were illegally exporting tech- 
nology that was helping the 
Soviet bloc's military efforts. 

Japan's Toshiba Machine 
Corporation and Norway's 
Kongsberg Vaapenfabrikk were 
condemned by the United States 
last year for the sale of sophis- 
ticated machine tools which all- 
owed the Soviet navy to equip its 
submarines with -silent 

S ellers. This makes them vir- 
y undetectable. 

Despite the recent easing of 
East- West tension and a call this 
month by Soviet Foreign Mini- 
ster Eduard Shevardnadze for a 
relaxation of trade controls, the 
high-level Versailles meeting 
reasserted allies’ commitment to 
Cocom’s principles. 

Asked, if Soviet leader Mik- 


hail Gorbachev’s policy of 'glas- 
nost’ (openness) had affected the 
committee’s approach, a US 
official said after the meeting: 
“We don’t believe glasnost has 
anything to do with keeping a 
strong Cocom.” 

“We urged (the other mem- 
bers), and they agreed, to streng- 
then their policing . . . now we 
feel all the members are on 
board,” he told journalists. 

He also said the United States 
was satisfied with the measures 
Japan and Norway had taken 
since the Toshiba and Kongs- 
berg affair and with yesterday’s 
commitments from its other 
allies, although the meeting 
imposed no timetable for a tight- 
ening of controls and specified 
no concrete measures. 

With US fears allayed over its 
allies' security efforts, trade of 
sensitive items between the Wes- 
tern partners themselves will be 
loosened. West European 
diplomats said. 


WASHINGTON, Jan 29, (AP): 
The price of goods imported into 
the United States shot up 14.8 
per cent in 1987, reflecting a 
dramatic way the impact the 
weaker dollar has had on the 
price Americans must pay for 
foreign products, the govern- 
ment said yesterday. 

The Labour Department said 
the increase was the first since the 
government began keeping 
import price statistics in 1 983. 

Import prices bad fallen 2.5 
per cent in 1983 and 1 .6 per cent 
in both 19S4 and 1985 and then 
declined a giant 8.6 per cent in 
1986, ref feeling the big drop in oil 
prices that year. 

Impact 

Excluding energy products, 
the cost of imported goods rose 
8.4 per cent in 1986 and 9.6 per 
cent in 1987, reflecting the 
impact the dollar has been hav- 
ing on the cost of imported goods 
for the past two years. 

The report said that the bulk of 
the increase in import prices last 
year could be attributed to the 
decline in the value of Lhe dollar, 
which fell in value by 12.6 per 


Fujitsu to expand overseas production 


TOKYO, Jan 29, (AP): Fujitsu 
Ltd. Japan’s largest computer 
manufacturer, will continue to 
expand production overseas to 
remain competitive in inter- 
national markets, Fujitsu 
president Takuma Yamamoto 
said yesterday. 

Because of the soaring value of 
the yen, it is natural for Japanese 
companies such as Fujitsu to 
establish plants overseas, 
Yamamoto said. 

Reached 

“In August 1986, when the 
exchange rate reached 1 55 yen to 
the dollar, the labour and over- 
head rates per hour at Fujitsu’s 
Dallas plant in the United States 

actually became lower than those 

in our plant in Japan," 
Yamamoto said in a speech to the 
Foreign Correspondents Club of 


Japan. 

Yesterday, the yen was trading 
at 1 27 to one dollar. 

The yen has more than dou- 
bled in value against the US 
dollar in the last three years, 
making Japanese goods more 
expensive overseas but boosting 
Japanese purchasing power 
abroad. Many Japanese man- 
ufacturers have set up produc- 
tion facilities abroad to take 
advantage of the strong yen. 

Fujitsu currently has five fac- 
tories in the United States and 
one each in Ireland, Malaysia, 
Singapore, South Korea and 
Spain, Yamamoto said, and 
overseas output accounts for 3 
per cent of Fujitsu's total 
production. He said he hoped 
that would increase to JOpercent 
“as soon as possible.” 


“In today’s business environ- 
ment, our global outlook and 
global strategies are essential to 
our success,” Yamamoto said. 
“One of the greatest challenges 
of internationalisation is a need 
to work with and across many 
diverse cultures.” 

Committed 

He said Fujitsu is committed 
to becoming a cross-cultural 
company, and died its policy of 
local management. 

Fourteen of Fujitsu's 35 over- 
seas subsidiaries have local 
presidents, five of its 10 overseas 
factories are headed by local peo- 
ple, and at Fujitsu America, its 
largest American subsidiary, 
more than 80 per cent of the 
senior management positions are 
held by Americans, he said. 

Yamamoto said Fujitsu’s new 


570 million semiconductor plant 
in Oregon is being built entirely 
by American firms. 

Created 

So far, he added, Fujitsu has 
created 5,000 jobs in the United 
States, more than three times the 
company's 1,500 employees in 
Asia. 

He said Fujitsu also is trying to 
help red uce Japan's trade surpl us 
with the United States, which 
reached $58.6 billion in 1986. 

As one measure to help cut the 
US trade defidl, Yamamoto 
said, his company is beginning to 
export products manufactured 
in the United States to countries 
such as Venezuela and New 
Zealand. In the future, Fujitsu 
plans to export American-made 
products to Japanese and 
European markets, he added.

The US trade deficit in dollar 
terms has yet to turn around, but 
in volume terms US trade did 
improve in 1987, a significant 
factor in the country's growth 
rate last year. 

The Labour Department 
report yesterday said that import 
prices in the final three months of 
1987 climbed 2 percent while the 
price of US exports rose 2.6 per 
cent. 

US reschedules 
$33m in 
Somali debt 

MOGADISHU, Jan 29, 
(Reuter): The United States has 
rescheduled 533. 1 million of 
bilateral debts owed it by the 
Somali government, the US 
embassy here said today. 

Under an agreement signed by 
Finance Minister Abdirahman 
Jama Barre and US Ambassador 
Frank Crigler on Monday, 
Somalia will repay the debts bet- 
ween 1993 and 2007, an embassy 
statement said. 

The agreement covers most of 
the amounts which, under the 
original loan terms. Somalia 
should have repaid by the end of 
1 988. it added. 

Somalia’s outstanding debt to 
the United Slates stood at 546.6 
million in 1985, Somali govern- 
ment figures show. 



Japan to slash its 
oil bill in February 

TOKYO, Jan 29. (Reuter): Japan will save itself more than $3 
million per day on its oil purchases next month became it has 
refused to pay O pec's high official petroleum prices, oil ind us t ry 
sources said yesterday. “Japan wfl] be paying at least a dollar a 
barrel less on average for its oil in February if the spot market 
(where oil is freely traded among dealers) stays where it is,” said 
an oil analyst in Tokyo. In addition, the dollar has fallen against 
the yen from an storage of about 135 yea in the fourth quarter to 
just over 127 ;-cn today, making the yen price of oil about six per 
cent cheaper. 

Japan is bow paying spot market prices for most of the more 
than three million barrels it imports daily. IntbeOctober-Decem- 
ber 1987 period, it paid the higher official prices charged by the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (Opec). 

J a pan imports more titan 95 per cent ofits oil and is second only 
to the United States as tbe world’s biggest ofl buyer. During the 
last three months of 1987, it paid Opec -set prices for around 75 
per cent of the oil it bought directly from producing countries, tbe 
sources said. But Japanese companies will pay official prices for 
only around 40 per cent of the oil It will import in February, tbe 
sources said. Japan will buy most of the additional 63 it needs on 
tbe spot market, where oO is currently selling up to 52 a barrel 
below Opcc-set prices, and from Middle East producers at prices 
linked to spot market values, they said. 

The base Opec prices is SI8 a barrel. 

Japan's average buying price under tong-term contracts was 
around 517 In the fourth quarter of 1987 but if spot prices remain 
steady it will pay about S16 on average in February, oil industry 
sources said. Bat they said the strategy could backfire because 
Japan's stepped-up purchases from the spot market could boost 
that market's prices and thus Japan's o3 bOL 

Opec oil output below 
ceiling, says Lukman 

KADUNA, Nigeria. Jan 29, (Renter): Opec President Rilwann 
Lukman said yesterday the organisation's oil output was now 
below its self-imposed ceiling of 15.06 million barrels par day 
(bpd). 

“Opec is now producing a little less than Hs set quota,** 
Lukman said at a briefing for reporters in tins northern Nigerian 
city, where he was inspecting a petrochemicals plant. But he said 
exact January figures were being compiled at die Opec (Organ- 
isation of Petrolenm Exporting Coutries) secretariat in Vienna 
and would be ready in a few days. “It (Opec production) is about 
two to three milKoo bpd tower than wfaat we were producing at the 
end of last year," Lukman, who is also Nigeria's (Ml Minister, 
said. The group’s output in December was estimated at less Htan 
18 million bpd, sharply tower from a peak of aroond 20 million bpd 
in August. But crude oil prices have stayed weak because the 
market believes there is still an oversupply. Lukman said nearly 
all Opec's 13 members were experiencing customer resistance to 
official selling prices of around 518 per barrel but be befieved ofi 
prices would rise soon. The Middle East Economic Surrey 
newsletter reported this week that Nigeria planned to sell three 
million barrels of crude to US companies on a netback basis so as 
to keep output near its Opec quota of 1.3 mflfion bpd. “There is do 
truth whatsoever in this ... people expect ns to give oetbacks but 
they are wasting their time becansc we will not,” said Ltrionan. 
Netback deals involving basing the price of crude on the market 
value of the refined products it will yield. Lukman said Nigeria 
was dose to agreements op buying stakes m foreign refineries but 
declined to name the firms involved. New York industry sources 
say it is negotiating to obtain a stake in Hfll Petrolemn Co. a unit 
of Salomon Inc. “We don't want to mention names until negotia- 
tions are finalised ... some of the names being mentioned are 
definitely not tore," lukman said. “We are negotiating for 
refineries and various outlets and we have in fact decided that it 
will be good for Nigeria to go downstream in the petroleum 
sector." 

US expects expansion 
to continue through ’88 

WASHINGTON, Jan 29, (Renter): The Reagan administration 
is continuing on brisk business investment spending and export 
growth to cany the United States* five-year expansion, already 
the longest on record, through the rest of 1988. After the 
government reported tbit the economy grew at a healthy pace of 
3.8 per cent between the fourth quartets of 1986 and 1987, 
Commerce Department Undersecretary Robert Ortaer yester- 
day said the expansion would continue through 1988, bat at a 
slower pace. The nation's total output of goods and services, or 
gross national product (GNP), finished the last three mouths of 
1987 with a strong 4L2 per cent annual growth rate. But because 
the expansion was largely fuelled by production of goods that 
manufacturers were unable to sell as spending by enusaners took 
its sharpest dive in more than seven years, administration and 
private economists do not expect future economic growth to be as 
brisk. “Overall growth probably wfltt slow, followed by a pickup in 
the second half," Ortaer told reporters, adding that 1988 growth 
is still expected to meet the administration's 2L4 percent predic- 
tion. On tbe other hand, a recession is considered mfikeiy this 
year, which should improve Republican chances of keeping 
control of the White House m the November elections. Alton, 
Sinai, chief economist for Boston Co^a subsidiary of Sbearsou 
Lehman Bras Inc in New York said GN P would Gkdty expand at a 
real rate of 2.0 to 23 per cent this year, although (he first quarter 
“could be anywhere from flat or negative to growth of about one 
percent." 

He said exports should boost the economy later this year. 

The value of the country's net exports of goods and services 
rose by S7.7 UDion in the last quarter of 1987 as a cheaper dollar 
hdpsi make them more attractive. It was the fourth increase in 
tbe last five quarters and tbe trend is expected to continue, Ortaer 
said. 

Opec Fund operations surge 

VIENNA, Jan 29, (Opecna): Despite difficulties faced by Opec 
countries, the operations of the Opec Find for International 
Development in 1987 rose approximately 56 per cent compared 
with 1986, director genera! Dr Seyyid Abdnlai said here. 

In an exclusive interview with Opecna, marking the institar ■ 
tion's 12th anniversary, Abdulai said the fund has been able to 
fulfil more thaw 90 per cent of its commitment in the seventh 
lending programme covering toe period 15186-87. “We will move 
more in this direction as a consequence of a decision by Opec 
countries to raise their lending schemes by 10 per cent every two 
years,” be said Abdulai noted that developing countries 
appreciated very mnch the sacrifice made by Opec countries over 
the years. 

“You bear nice thing s about Opec from recipients when they 
come here or at tbe international fora,” he said, adding “they 
praise Opec countries for their continued willingness to assist 
other developing countries." 

Abdnlai recalled that late last year at the summit in Addis 
Abbaba, Ethiopia, to discuss the debt situation of Africa, the 
Organisation of African Unity beads of state praised Opec 
specifically by name for tbe “assistance given and the understand- 
ing.” They said Opec institutions were about the most understan- 
ding they work with in terms of “concessio n ary loans, simple ways 
or flexibility.” The Opec Fond is the only multilateral institution 
which does not require borrowing countries to contribute to Its 
capital as a condition for receiving aid Tbe ftmd also does not try 
to determine prioritiesfor recipients, but reads to their requests in 
a speedy manner.

KD deposit rates ease 


KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
eased on Thursday on high 
liquidity from month-end salary 
payments. . 

Wednesday's KD 120 million 
three-month Treasury issue and 
an KD 80 million one-year bond 
issue set for February 3 failed to 
mop up excess liquidity. 

Dealers said the weakness of 
the dollar discouraged banks 
from switching out of the dinar 
despite low dinar rates. 

'Die fixed periods slipped by 
up to 1/4 point in quiet trading 
with one-month quoted at 3-3/4, 
1 /4 per cent, two-month at 4-1/8, 
3-5/8 per cent, three and six- 
month al4-l/2, four per cent and 
one-year at 5-1/2, five per cent. 

Six-month was reported dealt 
at 4-1/4 per cent from five, 4-1/2 
per cent levels on Wednesday. 

Bids 

The short dates were well 
offered at around one per cent 
but there were few bids. 

The central bank dinar 
exchange rate was firmer at 
0.27451/61 to the dollar from 
0.27473/83 following the US 
currency's decline on Wednes- 
day on international markets. 
Commercial banks quoted spot 
rates of around 0.27453/63. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposit rates firmed in a 
nervous market m Thursday as 


some banks sought shorter- 
dated funds ahead of the king- 
dom's planned launch of govern- 
ment bonds on the domestic 
market. 

Traders said slack oil earnings, 
coupled with decisions to revoke 
some austerity measures which 
would have increased budget 
revenues, led to nervousness that 
a first issue of bonds could be 
brought to market sooner than 
expected. 

Banks have held a number of 
informal meetings with the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency 
(Sama), but had not generally 
expected an issue until March or 
even April. 

Bonds 

The Kingdom’s 1988 budget 
foresees the issue of up to 30 
billion riyals on bonds to help 
finance a 35.9 billion deficit. 

Traders said banks had gen- 
erally positioned their accounts 
fo ra first issue in March or April, 
but rumours of an early launch 
led to a volatile Thursday 
market There was no confirma- 
tion of any further meetings bet- 
ween banks ami Sama.

Turkey still

ANKARA, Jan 29. (Reuter): 
Turkish officials are continuing 
talks with Algeria and Libya on 
importing liquefied natural gas 
(LNG) under counter-trade 
agreements, oil industry sources 
said today. 

Turkey wants a total of 1.6 
billion cubic metres (56 billion 
cubic feet) of LNG a year to 
supplement suplies from the 
Soviet Union. 

President Kenan Evren. 
accompanied by oil officials, 
visited Algeria last week and said 
a big gas deal was under discus- 
sion.

Surplus nations miss chances for growth 


DAVOS, Switzerland, Jan 29, 
(Reuter): Countries such as 
Japan and West Germany which 
run a balance of payments sur- 
plus are missing opportunities to 
promote world economic 
growth, a US central banker said 
today. 

Robert Heller, a member of 
the Federal Reserve Board, told 
delegates to this year's world 
economic forum here that 
growth, not recession, was the 
right way to correct trade 
imbalances. 

Growth 


“It is important to emphasise 
Lhat the adjustment of trade 
imbalances should not be 
brought about by protectionism 
or a recession in the United 
States,” he said. “Thai would be 
a prescription for global stagna- 
tion ana maybe even global 
recession.” 

Adjustment should come from 
greater growth, led by a surge in 
imports to countries already run- 


ning big trade suipluses, he said. 

"But time is passing, and with 
it opportunities for forward-, 
looking and growth-oriented 
measures on behalf of the surplus 
countries are beidgforegone," he 
added 

“As a result, the pressures for 
adjustment by the deficit coun- 
tries are mounting and are 
becoming increasingly difficult 
to resist and to cope’with ” he 
said. 

The United States is expected 
to run a big trade deficit again 
this year and the shortfall in its 
current account — measuring 
trade in goods, services and fin- 
ancial transfers — is running at 
SI 60 billion a year.

“But it would be wrong to 
assume that this process will be 
entirely automaticand painless,” 
be said. 

The United States would have 
to restructure its economy 
towards foreign trade, some- 
thing which was already happen- 
ing and beginning to show up in 
business activity. 

“For many American 
producers, especially the small 
and medium-sized manufac- 
turers. this will be a period of 
unprecedented challenges. Some 
of them may even have to learn 
German and Japanese,” he said. 


Heller said the fall in the dollar 
— by more than 50 per cent 
against the West German mark 
and the Japanese yen in the past 
three years — would help to res- 
tore a better balance in trade and 


Changes 

The resuruciing in America — 
and the complementary changes 
in Japan and Europe — would be 
easier to achieve in an environ- 
ment of growth, rather than stag- 
nation, he said. 

“Instead of fighting over 
market shares, growth will per- 


mit everyone to move forward,” 
he said. 

The US deficit on trade and the 
Japanese and West German sur- 
pluses have been a cause of con- 
siderable strain in economic rela- 
tions over the past two years, and 
led to periodic efforts by US 
officials to talk the dollar down 
in hopes that a lower dollar 
would stimulate exports and cut 
down the appetite of Americans 
for imported goods. 

Cuts 

Bui West Germany has so far 
resisted calls for bigger tax cuts 
and for speeding up its planned 
tax reform to keep growth on 
track. 

On Thursday, West German 
Economic Minister Martin Ban- 
gem aim said the government was 
looking for economic growth of 
only 1 .5 to two per cent this year, 
little changed from the 1.7 per 
centori987. 

Misestimate is above forecasts 
by some West German economic 


research institutes, which see 
growth of as low as one per cent. 

Heller said the United States 
could expect growth of more 
than two per cent, a slowing from 
1987 but not a recession.

“This is not at all unsatisfac- 
tory for an expansion that is now 
over five years old,” he said.

Iraq to continue supporting Ifad 


ROME, Jan 29. (Opecna): Iraqi 
Minister of Finance, Dr Hikmet 
Omar Ai Hadithi said here yes- 
terday that his country would 
continue to support Ifad in its 
crusade against rural poverty 
and hunger in the Third World. 

In an interview with Opecna, 
Al Hadithi, who is also his coun- 
try's governor for Ifad, recalled 
that Iraq was one of the first 
states to advocate the formation 
of Ifad. “We are justly proud of 
our role in the establishment of 
this agency which will continue 
to receive our unstinted sup- 
port,” he said. 

The minister told Opecna of 
the sweeping economic reforms 
undertaken by the Iraqi govern- 
ment in agriculture, industry and 
the service sectors. Slate control 
of these activities has been with- 
drawn in favour of the private 
sector.. 

Faith 

Al Hadithi said “the effects are 
already being felt. The govern- 
ment's faith m the Iraqi private 
sector has been more than vin- 
dicated. Agricultural production 
has increased and the private sec- 
tor is successfully fulfilling its 
new responsibilities. The farmers 
are happy. The government's 
land has been given to them on 


long-term leases and every incen- 
tive and encouragement is being 
provided by the state to enable 
them to produce more.” 

The minister said that poultry 
and livestock production had 
increased dramatically. “These 
are revolutionary and far-reach- 
ing changes. We undertook them 
because we had confidence in the 
Iraqi people's ability to rise to a 
challenge.” 

Projects 

Al Hadithi said that the recen- 
tly-commissioned irrigation and 
power projects on the Tigris and 
Euphrates rivers had not only 
solved, once and for all, such 
nagging and age-old problems as 
floods, but brought vast areas 
under irrigation and provided 
Iraq surplus in electricity 
production. He disclosed lhat 
the excess power would be expor- 
ted to Turkey. 

Symbolising 

Earlier, the Iraqi minister told 
the plenary session here that Ifad 
was “a unique organisation, 
symbolising North-South and 
South-South cooperation.” It 
was also a happy reaffirmation 
of the concept and merits of mul- 
tilateralism. 

Al Hadithi explained that the 
circumstances of oil-producing 


countries had changed since the 
1970s. “Major Opec countries 
have experienced massive falls in 
their oil revenues." 

The Iraqi minister said there 
was need for “another look” at 
Ifad’s funding formula. He 
called on developed and non- 
Opec developing countries to 
step up their Ifad contributions. 
He also advised them to increase 
their share in non-convertible 


currencies. 

He said Iraq supported the 
idea that category II, which at 
present comprises 1 2 Opec coun- 
tries, should be expanded. He 
also expressed support for (fad's 
taking commercial loans and 
modifying its present lending 
conditions. 

Meanwhile, President Hus- 
sain Muh amma d Ershad of Ban- 
gladesh praised Ifad for “living 
up to its mandate with profes- 
sionalism”. 


Keynote 

In his keynote address to the 
Ifad governing council, Ershad 
said Ifad's distinguishing feature 
was the association of donors 
and recipient countries as equal 
partners in decision making and 
working together to provide 
plans and resources for produc- 


tion. 

He said his country's 
experience had shown the crucial 
importance of extending produc- 
tive rural employment to over- 
come the discrepancy between 
technological progress achieved 
in food production and. persis- 
tent poverty and malnutrition in 
developing countries. 

Enhanced 

“This clearly points to the 
need for an enhanced response 
from the international commun- 
ity to Ifad needs," the president 
stressed, adding that if Ifad was 
provided with the resources 
needed, it would stage a powerful 
demonstration of the realism and 
wisdom of its basic approach to 
the problems of developing 
countries. 

Expressing satisfaction with 
the success of the Ifad-funded 
Grameen Bank for the rural poor 
of his country, Ershad noted that 
about 70 per cent of the bank's 
beneficiaries were women. 

He was happy to note, he 
stated, that Ifad was trying to 
replicate the Bangladesh model 
in other countries too. 

He later told a press con- 
ference that the widening gap 
between the rich and poor coun- 
tries must be bridged. 


Economic growth dropped to 2 pc: Poland 


WARSAW, Jan 29, <AP): 
Poland’s economic growth rate 
dropped to 2 per cent in 1987, as 
the economy missed key target 
figures in the central annual plan 
and registered its worst perfor- 
mance in five years, the govern- 
ment said yesterday. 

The central statistical office, 
known as Gus. said the economic 
growth rate was one per cent 
lower than envisaged. 

Difficult 

The official news agency PAP 
said 1987 was “one of the more 
difficult (years) for the economy 
and the society,*' and blamed the 
harsh winter, the coldest of this 
century, for missed targets. 

The poor results were mainly 
due to falling agricultural 
production, which dropped 3 per 
centin 1987 compared with 1986, 
Gus said. The biggest drops were 


recorded in fruit, potato and 
livestock production, while grain 
harvests were up. 

Gus said industrial produc- 
tion was up 3.3 per cent, with the 
biggest increases in electronics, 
precision tools and machines. 
Miningproduction remained the 
same. 

Gus said preliminary 
estimates indicated that the 
national income adjusted for 
inflation grew by only 2 per cent 
last year, compared with a 4.9 per 
centin 1986. 

Communist countries use 
national income as an index of 
economic growth rather than 
Gross National product. 

From 1983 to 1986, the econ- 
omic growth rate figures ranged 
from 3.2 to 6 per cent, as the 
economy recovered from a deep 
crisis in which national income 


drop 27 per cent from 1979 to 
1982. The national income is still 
3 per cent lower than in 1979. 

A bright spot was trade with 
Wes tern countries, where Poland 
had a surplus of 51.24 billion 
about SI 68 million more than in 
1986. Exports to the West rose by 
4.4 per cent and imports by 5.3 
per cent from the 1986 levels. 

Gus chairman Wieslaw Sad- 
owski told Pap that foreign trade 
made it possible to increase the 
sums earmarked for servicing 
Poland's 537-billion foreign 
debt. He gave no figures. 

Slashed 

In trade with socialist coun- 
tries. exports rose by 4.7 per cent 
and imports by 4.9 per cent, as 
Poland slashed its negative trade 
balance from 468 million rules to 
only 6 million rubles. 

The report, which was released 


by Pap, contained little good 
news for ordinary Poles, who suf- 
fered a drop in real incomes. 

Gus said the cost of living rose 
by 26 per cent, while the average 
monthly wage only rose 21 per 
cent. The government had expec- 
teda 1 5 per cent rise in wages and 
prices. 

Fewer washing machines, 
refrigerators and television sets 
were produced than planned. 
Gus said. 

Gus said 192,300 new apart- 
ments were constructed, an 
increase of 3. 1 percent from 1986 
that did little to ease a housing 
shortage which can mean waiting 
1 5 years or more for a new apart- 
ment. 

“There has been no significant 
change in the situation of the 
average Poles,” Sadowski told 
Pap. 


Peru’s oil policy leads to output drop 


LIMA, Jan 29. (AP): A decade 
after petroleum became this 
nation’s top export item, replac- 
ing copper, a dramatic decline in 
production has forced Peru to 
import oil. 

The purchases, (hough small, 
have sparked a minor crisis, 
prompting the center-left gover- 
nment of President Alan Garcia 
to revise laws to attract more 
foreign investment in the oil 
industry. 

Ticre is speculation that the 
revisions could foreshadow a 
broader softening of government 
policy toward foreign invest- 
ment. 

Realistic 

“The law is realistic. We have 
to be able to compete on a world 
level,” Garcia said in lale Decem- 
ber. The new legislation offers 
incentives to potential oil 
explorers and liberalises regula- 
tions on petroleum firms. 

The measures follow a cri tidal 
assessment of the country's oil 
policy by Jaysuno Abramovich, 
president of the stale oil com- 
pany Petroperu. He warned in 
July of an impending need to 
import. 

Abramovich said restrictive 
government policies were forcing 
oil companies to reduce opera- 
tions, while scaring away possi- 
ble investors. 

Garda dismissed the com- 
ments as “alarmist.” A month 
later, Peru began importing light 
crude after production declines 
left the country short. 

Energy Minister Abel Salinas 
told Congress in November lhat 
more relaxed oil investment laws 
were imperative. He said Peru 
could become a net importer 


within three years if new wells are 
not quickly found and tapped. 

“The companies were being 
prevented from making a 
profit,” said one international oil 
executive close to the Peruvian 
industry. “It cost more to 
operate than they were getting 
for thdr oil.” he said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

Some other foreign businesses, 
including banks, have cut opera- 
tions or left the country since 
Garcia, a populist reformer, 
took office 30 months ago and 
vowed to solve the nation's 
chronic economic woes with 
nationalist measures. 

But the dollar reserves the 
growth used to fuel two years of 
rapid growth have dwindled, and 
independent economists predict 
a recession this year with infla- 
tion of more than 200 per cent. 

An economic journal, the 
Andean Report, said the new law 
gives oil companies a “greenish 
tight.” and may signal a soften- 
ing in the government stance 
toward foreign investment in 
general. 

Encourages 

The legislation encourages 
risk explorations and permits 
companies to recover produc- 
tion costs more quickly. In a 
related move, Garcia recently lif- 
ted a two-year ban on profit 
remittances. 

Salinas said the actions put 
Peru on a more equal footing 
with Colombia, Argentina and 
Ecuador. More than 100 foreign 
oil companies are operating 
there, compared with three in 
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But industry analysts said 
foreign companies are still con- 
cerned that the government 
could reverse its new oil stance 
under opposition from powerful 
left-wing politicians, who have 
criticised the law as exploitative. 

Garcia rescinded and redrew 
all oil contracts shortly after tak- 
ing office and nationalised a sub- 
sidiary of Enron Petroleum 
Corp. of Houston. Texas. 

Analysts said the actions had a 
chilling affect on foreign invest- 
ment and questioned whether the 
government could restore lost 
confidence. 

Although Peru has an 
estimated 5 billion barrels of 


potential oil reserves, proven 
reserves have declined during the 
decade from a high of835 million 
barrels to 450 million. Peru's 
wells will be dry in less than nine 
years at recent production levels. 

Meanwhile, production has 
dropped from 200.000 barrels a 
day a decade ago to 175,000 
barrels one year ago. December's 
average of 1 50.000 barrels a day 
was the lowest since shortly after 
Peru became a net oil exporter in 
1978. 

Oil exports were worth 5260 
million lost year, compared to 
S800 million just a few years ago. 
Peru's 564-million bill for 
imports in 1987 is expected to 
increase.

US oil giant loses $4.4b 


NEW YORK, (AP): Texaco Inc. 
lost 54.76 billion in the final three 
months of 1987 and S4.4 billion 
for the year because of charges 
stemming from its legal struggle 
with Pennzoi! Co. and efforts to 
extricate itself from bankruptcy 
court, the troubled oil giant said 
today. 

The record losses compared 
with a profit of 550 million in the 
1986 fourth quarter and 725 
million for all of 1986. 

“1987 was a difficult year for 
Texaco, which faced the drain on 
company resources presented by 
Lhe Pennzoil litigation, the chap- 
ter 1 1 (bankruptcy) proceedings 
and industrywide pressures on 
downstream margins,” James 
W. Kinner, president and chief 
operating officer, said in a 
statement. 

The results include a 
previously disclosed charge of 


52.1 billion stemming from a 
devaluation of assets and a prov- 
ision Tor reserves in anticipation 
of the company's plans to res- 
tructure and emerge from bank- 
ruptcy-court protection. 

They also include a fourth- 
quarter charge of S2.8 billion 
applicable to a settlement rea- 
ched with Pennzoil in lale 
December, under which the 
smaller company agreed to scrap 
its record SI0.53-biIIion judg- 
ment agai nst T exaco in exchange 
for S3 billion in cash. 

Pennzoil won the judgement 
from a Texas jury that had ruled 
Texaco illegally sabotaged Penn- 
zoil’s plans to acquire parts of 
Getty Oil Co. four years ago. 
Texaco sought federal bankrup- 
tcy protection last April to avoid 
posting a potentially devastating 
bond equal to the judgment while 
it appealed. 


Dollar firmer, 



LONDON. Jan 29, (AP): The 
US dollar rose against all major 
currencies except the Canadian 
dollar in European trading 
today. Gold prices slumped more 
than 510 an ounce.

MEXICO CITY, Jan 29, 
(Reuter): The job involves high 
risk, high exposure, and a fair 
chance of untimely dismissal and 
public criticism. 

Requirements include sound 
economic knowledge, negotiat- 
ing skills, and the ability to ins- 
pire trust in foreign bankers. 

“One of the most difficult jobs 
in Latin America is that of fin- 
ance minister,” said a European 
diplomat. “Since the debt crisis, 
you have had to deal with 
interests that cannot really be 
reconciled. It is high-wire act.” 
High toll - 

The act has taken a high toll. In 
Brazil, for example, finance min- 
isters have lasted an average of 
eight months in office in the past 
. few years. In Ecuador there have 
been five finance ministers since 
mid- 1984. 

Chile has had five financemin- 
isters since the debt crisis began. 
One survived for only for five 
months. 

The pitfalls for finance mini- 
sters began in August 1982 when 
Mexico became the first -of a - 
dozen, Latin American countries . 
to rim out of money to repay 
huge foreign debts. Overall. 
Latin America now owes around 
5400 billion. 

To pay the interest, Latin 
governments — and more 
specifically finance ministers — 
had to negotiate new loans or 
new terms of repayment. These 


have been granted on condition 
of cuts in public spending and 
austerity measures most pain- 
fully felt by the poor majority of 
Latin Americans. 

“We are being asked to tighten 
our belts even further,” former 
Mexican Finance Minister Jesus 
Silva Herzog once said as he 
emerged from yet another ses- 
sion with international bankers. 
“But the problem is that many 
Mexicans don't even have a 
belL” 

Although creditors are begin- 
ning to understand the problems 
of debtors, the basic dilemma 
remains: how to satisfy demands 
for austerity and at the same time 
prevent economic discontent at 
home from exploding.'

WASHINGTON, Jan 29, (AP): 
Talks are currently underway in 
Cairo between Egyptian auth- 
orities and the International 
Monetary Fund on Egypt’s 540 
billion debt, a financial source 
says.

Governments are easier 
creditors than private banks, len- 
ding for longer periods and at 
lower rales of interest. But they 
usually want a nod from the IMF 
before they makeaddilional con- 
cessions, and Egypt and the fund 
currently are not on the best of 
terms.

It also accepted a Sri Lankan 
request to host the 5th Asian 
Squash Championship for 
Youth in 1991. It was decided at 
the meeting that the 6th Asian 


Championship would be held in 
Iraq in 1992. The next general 
assembly will be held in 1989 in 
Bahrain during the youth cham- 
pionship. 

The assembly also reviewed a 
number of proposals and sugges- 
tions made by the delegates. The 
most important proposal was 
about the introduction of squash 
at the next Asian Games, to be 
held in China in 1990. It was 
decided that maximum efforts 
would be made to have squash 
included in those Games. 

Standard 

The delegates to the meeting 
also reviewed a proposal calling 
for assistance to those states 
where squash is still in its infancy. 
Ways to improve the standard of 
squash and the level of referees 
were the main points that were 
discussed on this subject. 

The assembly also studied a 
proposal under which the hosts 
of the Asian championships 
would be asked to give a share of 
the profits made from these tour- 
neys to the Asian federation. This 
point came under consideration 
when the financial situation of 
the Asian federation was being 
looked at. 

The delegates also took note of 
the efforts beingmadeby Kuwait 
and Bahrain in convincing Saudi 
Arabia to join the Asian federa- 
tion. Similar efforts are being 
made by Pakistan in convincing 
Nepal. 

The assembly studied 
proposals from Pakistan, 
Malaysia, Singapore and Hong 
Kong for the evaluation of 
Asian referees by the Inter- 
national Squash Federation.

Redskins see Elway as key to Super Bowl

SAN DIEGO, Jan 29, (Reuter): 
Instead of the usual two-team 
battle, Sunday's Super Bowl 
XXII, climax of the American 
football season, shapes up as one 
team — the Washington Redsk- 
ins — against one man — Denver 
Broncos quarterback John 
Elway. 

The other 49 Broncos and 
coach Dan Reeves have spent 
much of the past week denying 
they are a one-man team . Redsk- 
ins coach Joe Biggs, meanwhile, 
has bam besieged with questions 
on how he is planning to stop the 
one man. 

Elway, 27, was rated only 1 2th 
among National Football 
League (NFL) quarterbacks this 
season. Bui his rifle arm, cool 
head and exception running 
ability belie the statistics and give 
him the weapons to win games 
. almost single-handedly. 

If anything, his importance as 
Denver’s offensive spark has 
increased this season as its once 
fearsome “orange crush," 
defence has waned. 

Elway has still more incentive 
to win on Sunday, the Broncos 
having lost the Super Bowl to the 
New York Giants last year. 
Elway is one of the big reasons 
bookmakers have made Denver 
the pre-game favourite against 


Washington. 

“We go as John Elway goes," 
Denver wide receiver Mark J ack- 
son said this week. 

But this year's edition of 
American football's annual 
extravaganza features several 
other performers facing challen- 
ges that could have a decisive 
impact on the game. 

. For example, can Ejway’s 
opposite number, Washington 
quarterback Doug Williams, 
cope with the spitlight of being 
the firt black to lead a team in 
Super Bowl? 

"I think a lot of people are 
blowing it out of proportion," he 
told reporters on Wednesday. “I 
don't think that much of it." 

A bigger test for Williams may 
be whether he can overcome a 
reputation for erratic play. 

Can Denver's "three amigos," 
— wide receivers Jackson, Vance 
Johnson and Ricky Nattiel — 
hold onto Elway’s bullet-like 
passes? 

Can Washington comerback 
Darrell Green — the NFL’s fas- 
test man but now hampered by 
injured ribs — keep up with the 
“three amigos?”

SYDNEY, Jan 29, (Reuter): 
Opener Chris Broad redis- 
covered a taste for Australian 
bowling when his fifth Test cen- 
tury powered England to a 
strong position on the first day of 
the bicentennial Test today.

England captain Mike Gal- 
ling. who took 37 minutes to get 
off the mark, was unbeaten of 
three at the close of a disappoint- 
ing day's cricket in front of such 
stars of the past as Str Donald 
Bradman. Ted Dexter and Greg 
Chappell.

Lush ticks off 
Gatting over

We 
are reading the intentions of 
North Korea clearly and 
accurately. Our military, police 
and entire people are united in 
preparing measures to cope with 
any sabotage schemes from the 
North. 

“Please be assured that all ath- 
letes taking part in the Olympics, 
sports officials, tourists and 
other foreign visitors will have a 
very rewarding, safe stay in our 
countrv.”

Lewis’ claims 
anger British 
track officials 

LONDON. Jan 29, (Reuter): 
British athletics officials yester- 
day called upon quadruple 
Olympic gold medallist Carl 
Lewis to prove his allegations 
that athletes in Britain and the 
United Stales had died after tak- 
ing performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

Tony Ward, spokesman for 
the British Amateur Athletics 
Board, said the American's com- 
ments were “unqualified," and 
had brought the sport into dis- 
repute. He said Lhe board knew 
of no drugs- linked deaths among 
British athletes. 

He asked: “How the hell does 
he know? Who is feeding out this 
son ofinformation? Where is the 
evidence?" 

In a television interview on 
Wednesday, Lewis said: “Wc are 
not just talking about steroids 
. . . people have died here in 
Britain and in the United States 
and that is being overlooked. 

Testing 

“We have to realise that we 
have to get an independent 
agency to handle drug testing 
because it is not being dealt with 
fairly. People in competitions are 
on drugs and not getting caught 
and there is a big problem there." 

Ward counieral: “We have no 
knowledge of any athlete dying 
in Britain. The remark should 
have been pursued in the 
programme. Instead, it was all- 
owed to float away. That was 
irresponsible.'’ 

He added that Lewis' claims 
would be examined by a commit- 
tee of inquiry set up to consider 
other allegations. 

Ward said the board’s drugs 
abuse committee would be “for- 
ward-looking,” and would chart 
the way ahead in the war on per- 
fonnance-enhancing substances.
